The Department takes pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for the year 


2002-03, the 7th in the series of such reports. 


2. This is an occasion for the Department to assess the work done during the 
year and make its presence felt among all those who take interest in the ongoing work 
of the Department. During the year under report there has been further progress under 
the Sarva Siksha Abhiyan and the District Primary Education Project. The challenges 
are considerable and each achievement marks a step towards reaching the objectives. 


3. There has been progress in the area of Secondary Education also. All the 
academic bodies - The West Bengal Board of Primary Education, The West Bengal Board 
of Secondary Education, The West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education and the West 
Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Examination have been active in their own fields. 


4. Since the facts and figures have been given in the report there is no need to 
repeat the statistics in the preface. We leave the rest to the readers. 
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CHAPTER I 


Demographic Features 


In terms of population, West Bengal occupies 4th position amongst the States of India with a population 
of 68.07 million as per 1991 Census with 52% male and 48% female. 73% of the population living in rural 
areas. Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes population constitute 23.6% and 5.6% respectively. Of the 
Scheduled Tribe population-Santhals, Oraon, Moonda and Bhunji groups constitute 90%. Half of the Scheduled 
Tribe population is concentrated in five districts, i.e. Midnapore, Purulia, Burdwan, Bankura and Birbhum. 


Some of the demographic features which have implications for the educational system are: High density 
population, fairly high growth rate, growing process of urbanisation and prevailing linguistic diversity. 9896 of 
population speak one or more of the five languages viz. Bengali, Hindi, Santhali, Urdu and Nepali while the 
mother tongue of 85946 of the population is Bengali. 


West Bengal is contiguous to four States of India: Orissa, Bihar, Sikkim and Assam. International border 
of. Bangladesh, Nepal and Bhutan also constitute a large segment of border of the State.

ACTIVITIES OF SCHOOL EDUCATION AT GLANCE IN A BRIEF 


Elementary Education 


Upper Primary Education (education up to class VIII) received the much needed 
priority and focus with the launching of the Sarba Siksha Abhiyan which is now 
centre-stage to the agenda ofthe School Education Department. Sarba Siksha Abhiyan 
(SSA), a national programme and a centrally sponsored scheme, has been launched 
formally in this State from 2002-2003 and the programme aims at imparting 
education up to class VIII to the children of the age group 5 to 14 years within the 
time frame of 2010 by bridging all gender and social category gaps and with 
community participation. The programme covers all Districts including the DPEP 
Districts and Kolkata. District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) is being 
implemented in 10 Districts ofthe State and jt will continue in these Districts within 
the overall framework of SSA. Sarba Siksha Abhiyan will provide a wide convergent 
framework for implementation of Elementary Education schemes, encouraging all 
investments in the elementary education sector from the State and Central plans 
which will be reflected as a part of the SSA framework and will merge into SSA 
programme. SSA will also provide additional resources for strengthening vital areas 
to achieve UEE. State Government will have to provide 25% of the total outlay for 
SSA during the 10th Plan Total outlay proposed under the perspective plans for 20 
educational Districts including Kolkata, during 2001-2010 is Rs. 4,892.73 crores 
including State component. Provision has been made, though not to the full extent, 
in the next year's Plan Budget for meeting the State share of expenditure. | 


Prior to the launching of the Sarba Siksha Abhiyan, Universalisation of Primary | 
Education (UPE)received the major emphasis it continues to be equally important 
and constitutes an integral part of SSA) and with the planned interventions underthe | 
District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) in the 10 DPEP Districts and | 
introduction of integrated programme on the pattern of DPEP in the remaining 7 | 
non-DPEP Districts with the involvement of the community, substantial progress 
in the achievement of the objectives of the UPE like, increase in access, enrolment 
and retention, decrease in drop out rate, increase in enrolment and retention of 
girls, SC/ST and other special focus group children could be achieved. Substantial | 


assistance was provided for upgradation of infrastructure of the primary schools || 
including drinking water and toilet facilities. From 1999-2000 to 2001-2002, more 
than Rs. 185.00 crore was provided for improvement of infrastructure like repair 
of school buildings. construction of new school buildings and additional classrooms, | 
providing drinking water and toilet facilities in the Primary and Upper Primary 
Schools. Out of 2500 new primary schools sanctioned between 1997-98 and 1999- 


10 


2000, 1847 schools have so far been setup. Side by side with opening of new primary 
schools, Panchayat and Rural Development Department is opening Child Education 
Centres (Sishu Siksha Kendras), an innovative system of primary schooling, to 
improve access to primary education and so far, 14,699 centres have been set up 
with the enrolment of 7,99,000 students. In Kolkala Municipal area a programme 
has been launched to cover all Deprived Urban Children (street children) under 
primary education programme with the assistance of NGOs. Steps are being taken 
to fill up the existing vacancies of primary school teachers quickly in all the Districts, 
Service Conduct Rules of Primary Teachers have been framed and have been given 
effect to. All out efforts are being taken to monitor/ inspect the teaching learning 
in all the primary schools. 


Incentive Scheme 


Under the incentive scheme for primary education, supply of school dress is made 
to all the girl students irrespective of caste and economic condition, from class I to 
V. Rs.22. 97 crore was spent for the purpose in the last year. Supply of free 
Textbooks to all the students of class.1 to V continued during the year also. 5.17 
crore of Tuxt.books in 86 titles and in five languages were distributed to the primary 
school students as well as to the students of Sishu Siksha Kendras (SSK). Special 
emphasis has been given on imparting primary education in Santhali language 
(Olchiki script) and action has been taken in this respect in terms of the 
recommendation of Dr. Pabitra Sarkar Committee. 


Like previous years school sports for the students of primary schools are being 
organised in all the districts ris well as at the State level with enthusiasm and greater 
participation. 


District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) 


DPEP is a centrally sponsored, externally funded programme aiming at 
universalisation of primary education through universal access, enrolment and 
retention with a substantial improvement in the existing level of quality of education. 
So far, 10 Districts viz. South 24 Parganas, Bankura, Purulia, Birbhum, Murshidabad, 
Malda Uttar Dinajpur, Dakshin Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri and Coochbehar, have been 
brought under the programme. The share of State fund for the project is 15% and 
the ceiling of project cost per District is Rs. 40 crore over a period of 7 years. 
DPEP is being implemented at the State level by a registered autonomous body, viz. 
Paschim Banga Rajya Prarambhik Siksha Unnayan Sanstha (PRRPSUS). 


Total approved outlay for DPEP, Phase-I Districts is Rs. 306 crore out of which Rs. 
117.64 crore has been released by the principal financing authority of the 
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. programme and Rs. 18.56 crore by the Government, of West Bengal totalling Rs. 


136.20 crore up to 30th September, 2002. An expenditure of about Rs. 125 crore 
has been incurred up to that period which is 9296 of the total receipt. 


In addition, out of the approved outlay for DPEP Phase-II Districts of Rs. 250 crore, 

a total fund of Rs. 43 crore has been released by the principal financing authority | 
and Rs. 5.64 crore by the Government of West Bengal up to 30th September, 2002 
totalling Rs. 48.64 crore. An expenditure of about Rs. 35 crore has been incurred | 
which is about 7396 of the total receipt. | 


A total outlay of Rs. 172 crore has been approved by the principal financing authority ` 
for implementation of the activities under DPEP during 2002-03.

Sarba Siksha Abhiyan 


Sarba Siksha Abhiyan (SSA) was introduced in 2001-02 with pre-project activities, 
to cover all the Districts of the State with the basic objective of Universalisation of 


Elementary Education (education up to class VIII) with the targets for different 
components as follows: 


All children to schools by 2003 
All children to complete four years of primary schooling by 2006 


All Children to complete eight years of elementary schooling (up to class VIII) by 2010 
Ensure elementary education of satisfactory quality 


Bridge all gender and social category gaps at the primary stage by 2006 and at the 
elementary stage by 2010 


Universal retention by 2010 
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"Against the Work Plan. and.Budget of SSAfor-2001-2002, Rs: 35.78 crore was - 
sanctioned in total by the Government of India against which a sum of Rs. 17.18 
crore was released. Annual Work Plan and Budget for 2002-2003 and Perspective 
District Elementary Education Plans (2001-2010) have been prepared for all the 
20 educational Districts of the State and all the Plans have since been approved by 
the Government of India. Total proposed outlay is Rs. 4892.73 crore up to 2010. 
Rs. 222 crore has since been approved by the Government of India for implementation 
of the Annual Work plan, 2002-2003 of 


Districts) 


1. Primary and Upper Education component in respect of non-DPEP. Districts 
2: Upper Primary Education component of DPEP Districts (10 districts) 


As per the sharing pattern of the cost of the programme during the 10th Plan period 
the State Government has to bear 25% of the approved outlay. 


Election to the WB Board of Primary Education and WB Board of Secondary 
Education 


Election to the WB Board of Primary Education was held in the later part of 2001 
and the constitution of the Board has since been concluded. Election to the WB 
Board of Secondary Education has been held in February 2002 except from the 
areas of Purba Medinipur, Paschim Medinipur and Hill areas for teaching category 
of electorate, and Jalpaiguri Division for one representative of the non-teaching 
category of electorate. Board of Secondary Education has since been constituted 
and for election from the rest areas process of amendment of the Acts, necessitated 
by the bifurcation of Midnapore District, has started. Total election process is 
expected to be completed within 2003-2004. 


Text Books 


The scheme of supply of free Textbooks to all the students of class I to V will 
continue during the year also. During the current session i.e. 2002-2003, about 
5.17 crores of books in 86 titles and in five languages viz. Bengali, Hindi, Urdu, 
Santhali and Nepali were printed and distributed. Oriya medium books for class I to 
IV were collected from Orissa Government and distributed to the Oriya medium 
schools in this State. Sishu Siksha Kendras (SSK) under the Panchayat and Rural 
Development Department including Sishu Siksha Kendras run by the Municipal 
bodies, have been included in the programme of distribution of free Textbooks. 
Free Textbooks have also been distributed amongst the children under Child Labour 
Project of few Districts. Bengali medium books are also supplied to the authority 
of Andaman and Nicobar Islands free of cost for the Bengali medium students of 
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the area. Free Textbooks are also supplied for the Sikshalaya Prakalpa for Deprived | 
Urban Children (DUC) under DPEP in West Bengal. 


Improvement of Qualitative Standard of Education 


Improvement of Quality of Education of the Children is one of the major goals of 
universalisation of primary education and this is sought to be achieved through the 
strategies drawn up under the programme of DPEP covering quality aspects such as 
school effectiveness, revision of textbooks, teachers’ training and improvement in | 
reading and learning skills. A new programme called School-Based Learning | 
Improvement Programme (SLIP) has been taken up under DPEP in selected primary 
schools of the Districts in order to ensure, among others, elimination of any gap in | 
learning achievements between the ‘advantaged’ and ‘disadvantaged’ groups of 
children and also to ensure elimination of social and gender gaps in enrolment and 
retention. With the aim of improving quality of education the West Bengal Board of 
Primary Education conducts scientific evaluation every year at the end of class II in 
all primary schools. The Board has also taken up programmes of Teachers' Training 
at primary level on English Language teaching and Science teaching with a wide 
coverage. Certificate of Training in Primary Education has been made an essential 
requirement for selection and recruitment of primary teachers under the revised 
Recruitment Rules of Primary Teachers which came into effect from J anuary 2002. 


Teachers' Training 


There are 58 Primary Teachers? Training Institutes (PTTI) in the State at present out 
of which 35 are Government Institutes, 16 are Non-Govt. sponsored and 7 are non- 
Govt. aided institutes. The present total intake capacity of the PTTIs is 6,596 of 
which 50% are for untrained serving teachers and the balance are for freshers. 


Under the revised Recruitment Rules of Primary Teachers, no untrained candidate 
can be appointed to the post primary teachers. Total number of primary teachers to 
be recruited in a year will come to around 5,490 taking that 396 of the teachers 
retire in a year whereas the total intake capacity of freshers is around 3,500. In 
order to cope with the increased demand of trained teachers, all the PTTIs have 
been asked to admit 20% more candidates above the previous total intake capacity 
(5,497) to be taken from fresher candidates only, without, however, augmenting the 
infrastructure facilities of the PTTIs. 


To address the problem squarely, W. B. Primary Education Act, 1973 has recently 
been amended [W. B. Primary Education (Amendment) Act, 2002] with a view to 
allowing NGOs to establish and run Primary Teachers’ Training Institutes in the 
State without financial assistance from the State Government W. B. Board of Primary 
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Education has been empowered under the Amendment Act to give recognition to 
such institutions as per norms to be fixed by the Board. 


Centrally sponsored scheme of DIET for restructuring for reorganisation of Teacher 
Education is being implemented in the State. There will be one District Institute of 
Education and Training (DIET) in each District. Establishment of 16 DIETS (13 
through upgradation of existing PTTIs and 3 are new constructions) is under 
progress. Civil works of 13 DIETs have been completed and most of them have 
been taken over. Construction of remaining 3 DIETs will be completed soon. 
Government has sanctioned 90 posts of teaching and non-teaching staff for the first 
five DIETs and 325 posts for remaining 11 DIETS. 


Upper Primary, Secondary and Higher Secondary Education 


In order to bring the ratio between Primary and Upper Primary Schools to the 
national norm setting up of Junior High Schools as well upgrading Junior High 
Schools to High Schools has been started. Side by side, High Schools are being 
upgraded to Higher Secondary Schools and additional sections are being opened in 
the existing Higher Secondary Schools. 


According to the policy of the Government, Higher Secondary Courses from the 
colleges are being withdrawn in stages against which provision of Higher Secondary 
Schools are being made. During 2001-02, Higher Secondary Courses were withdrawn 
from 24 more colleges (courses withdrawn from 33 and 53 colleges during 1999- 
2000-and 2000-01) and further 105 High Schools have been upgraded to Higher 
Secondary Schools during the year. During 2002-2003, H.S. Course has been 
withdrawn from 46 colleges and further 342 High Schools have been upgraded to 
Higher Secondary Schools. Additional posts of 6 regular teachers and 476 part time 
teachers have been sanctioned for the newly upgraded HS Schools. 


Madrasah Education 


Centrally sponsored scheme of Modernisation of Madrasah Education is being 
implemented in this State since 1995-96 covering all recognised Madrasahs in a 
phased manner. The object of the scheme is to encourage Madrasahs and Moktabs 
by giving financial assistance to introduce Science, Mathematics, Social Studies, 
Hindi and English in their curriculum so that the students may get opportunity to 
acquire education comparable to the National Education System. Simultaneously, 
Junior Madrasahs are being upgraded to High Madrasahs with provision of teaching 
and non-teaching staff as per staff pattern. In the last two years 16 High Madrasahs 
have been upgraded to Higher Secondary and required number of teaching posts 
havealso been sanctioned. The state has already covered 476 recognised Madrasahs 
under the scheme of Modernisation of Madrasah Education by way of providing 
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. Science and mathematics kitand books: The remaining recognised-Madrasahs will 
be covered on receipt of the proposed fund from the Government of India. With the 
aim of increasing the scope of Madrasah Education at all levels, it has been proposed 
necessary fund allocation towards. qualitative improvement of infrastructure of 
existing Madrasahs and recognition or upgradation of new Mardasahs. Some of 
the important quality improvement programmes taken up by the Board of 
Madrasah Education are - 


• With a view to improve the quality of science teaching in Madrasahs, in-service 
orientation of Science teachers of Junior High Madrasahs has been taken up. 


e Primary sections of Senior Madrasahs have been brought within the fold of WBDPEP 
and Status Survey of Senior Madrasahs has been taken up. 


e Training of Master Resource Persons for the Teachers of Senior Madrasahs (Primary 
Section) is undertaken in collaboration with WB Board of Primary Education. 


e Steps are being taken to bring the drop out students under the Open Schooling System 
in collaboration with Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya. 


e Preparation of Pilot Project for training of teachers including Headmasters and 
Superintendents of Madrasahs in collaboration with SCERT. 


A High-powered Seven-Member Committee was constituted under the Chairmanship | 
of Prof A R Kidwai, Ex-Governor of West Bengal and a renowned educationist, for | 
a thorough review of the Madrasah Education System, its modernisation and | 
submitting appropriate recommendations on making an overall evaluation of its 
system of management. The Committee has since submitted its report which is under 
consideration of the Government. 


School Education Committee 


Vide Notification No. 1693-SE(S) dated 20.09.2001 the School Education 
Department set up a Fourteen Member Committee under the Chairmanship of Prof | 
Ranjugopal Mukhopadhyay to formulate a policy framework for several important 


aspects of school education. Important terms of reference of the Committee were 
as below: 


e To review the existing curricula of Primary, Secondary, Higher Secondary and 
Vocational Courses in the light of the school „Curricula of major States and Central 
Educational Boards. 


е To identify incoherence between different sub-stages of school education, if any. 


3 To examine the present position of teaching of languages in the school curriculum 
in the State vis-a-vis other major States of India. 
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To examine the need for introducing Computer Education at School level. 
To examine the scope of other co-curricular activities. 
To suggest Vocational Courses of different duration after Class VIII and Class X. 


To examine and opine on the role of and scope of Open Learning at school level . 


The Committee has since submitted its report on 31.12.2002 and it is under 
consideration of the Government. 


School Service Commission 


Teachers for appointment in Junior High, High, Higher Secondary and Madrasahs 
are being selected through the School Service Commission. Five Regional School 
Service Commissions including one exclusively for the Darjeeling Hill Area, are 
now functioning. To meet the expenses of the Commission, we have proposed 
necessary fund in the Budget for 2003-2004. 


School Service Commission has so far held three open selection tests and 
recommended appointment of teachers for different regions under them. Till date, 
a total of 26,216 candidates have been recommended for appointment on the basis 
of result of the first three selection tests. Moreover, 2,776 candidates have so far 
been recommended for the posts of Headmaster and Headmistress. Next selection 
test (RLST, 2002) is going to be held in March, 2003. 


W. B. School Service Commission (Second Amendment) Act, 2001 has been 
published on 25.01.2002 and under Section 9A of the Act, the State Government 
has been empowered to stop financial assistance to the school and recommend 
withdrawal of its recognition if it wilfully neglects or fails to appoint the candidate 
selected by the SSC for the post of teacher. 


In view of rapid increase in the number of candidates in different Zones, the distance 
of the Zonal Headquarters from different Districts and the administrative 
inconvenience in organizing selection tests on a large scale, it is proposed to create 
two more Zonal Service Commissions, one with Headquarters at Siliguri, bifurcating 
the Northern Zone and the other with Headquarters at Barasat, reorganising the 


Eastern and Southern Zone. 


Government proposes to strengthen and augment the infrastructure of the School 
Service Commission to make it more efficient and service oriented while coping 
with its increasing workload. But problems of functioning of Regional School 
Service Commission for the Hill Region could not be resolved as yet. 
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School Computerisation Programme 


School Education Department introduced Computer Literacy Training Programme 
(CLTP) in schools and madrasahs during 2001-2002. Initially, the programme was 
introduced in 100 selected Higher Secondary Schools and Madrasahs through 
WEBEL-NIIT from October, 2001. School Education Department took up further 
200 Schools and Madrasahs for computerisation and introduced CLTP in those 
schools from May, 2002 through WEBEL-IBM. 


Besides CLTP in schools, the State Government is setting up District Computer 
Centres (DCC) in all the Districts (17 Districts as in 2000-200 1) ofthe State under 
the ‘Upgradation Programme"of the llth Finance Commission. 40% of the total 
allocation of fund for the DCCs (Rs. 17.15 lakh per District) has been released | 
during 2000-2001 and 2001-2002. So far, 7 DCCs have started functioning. Children 
studying in Classes VII to XII and studying in schools which have not yet been | 
computerized would be entitled to use these Centres. Weekends and holidays would 
be reserved from students form schools located in rural areas. 


A 12-member Expert Committee on Computer Education in Schools has been 
constituted under the Chairmanship of Dr. A. R. Thakur, Pro-VC, J adavpur University. 
At least 200 more schools will be brought under computer education from the next 
academic session. 


State Open School (Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya) 


State Open School, West Bengal subsequently named Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya, 
was set up in 1997 for providing quality education to those who have been deprived 
of educational facilities under the formal system. The rural people, backward classes, 
urban poor people, persons belonging to scheduled castes and scheduled tribes and 
particularly women are being benefited under this System. The open schooling system 
has created enthusiasm and found ready acceptance amongst people of both rural 
and urban areas. 


Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya became a statutory organization with effect from 1st 
August, 2001 with enactment of Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya Act, 2001. It started 
with offering Secondary level course of study. It has since introduced Higher 
Secondary Course from August, 2001. There are at present 107 Study Centres under 
it in the Secondary level and 32 in the Higher Secondary level. There are 16942 
learners in the Madhyamik Course and 1278 learners under Higher Secondary Course. 
It covers 11 subjects under Madhyamik and 8 subjects under Higher Secondary 
Course. 
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Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya proposes take up further the following programmes: 


Introduction of Vocational Course at both Secondary and Higher Secondary 
Stages. 


Introduction of Upper Primary Course with the support of SSA programme. 
Introduction of Science subjects at Higher Secondary level. 

Conducting survey to identify need. 

Playing a significant role in SSA programme. 

Undertaking research activities and setting up a library. 


Seven examinations of Madhyamik Course has been held so far and the Ist 
Examination of Higher Secondary Course is going to be held in the later part of this 
year. 


Physical Education and State Sports School 


For all round development and promotion of sports and games among the school 
students, schools are provided with funds for sports equipment, swimming platforms, 
gymnasium, for organizing coaching camps for school children and for holding 
Central Refresher Course for physical education teachers. Funds are also provided 
for holding sports and games for school children throughout the year. Most of the 
sports and games activities and the coaching camps are organized through different 
*District School Sports Association (DSSA)' under active supervision of the mother 
organization *West Bengal School Sports Association (WBSSA)' which shares the 
major responsibility of these activities on behalf of the School Education 
Department. 


This year the Central Refresher Course with 105 teachers drawn from all the Districts 
has been successfully completed. The disciplines of the course were Athletics, 
Handball, Chess and Yoga. 


This year the State School Teams participated in 18 disciplines in the National Level 
School Games Competition under the aegis of the “School Games Federation of 
India (SGFI)’, out of which four National School Games viz. Gymnastics, Archery, 
Chess (all age groups, boys and girls) and Kho-Kho under 14 years (boys and girls) 
have been held in this State. This year State School Team has been champion in 
Water Polo (Boys), in under 14 years Football for boys and has taken the third 
place in Judo for under 14 years boys and for Kabaddi for under 19 girls. Successful 
prize winners are awarded scholarships as incentive and they are also felicitated. 
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From 2001-2002 academic year, the only Government sports school in the State 
under the title of Dr. В. R. Ambedkar Sports School’ started functioning temporarily 
at Banipur Education Complex in North 24 Parganas with 30 students in Class V. It 
is a fully residential Sports School. From 2002-2003 the Sports School has been 
established permanently at Banipur with 60 students who are trained in Athletics, 
Gymnastics and Archery for the present. 


In primary level, fund is provided for purchase of sports equipment and for physical 
education. State level annual primary sports meet is held every year. From this year, 
Football has been introduced in the Primary Sports Meet. 


Administrative Buildings 


Construction of Administrative Building of the West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education in Salt Lake has progressed considerably in spite of irregular flow of 
funds. 


Ist phase of construction of the Administrative Building (Derozio Bhavan) of the 
West Bengal Board of Secondary Education is complete and possession of the 
Buildings has been taken over by the Board and office work started. 


The work of construction of Zilla Siksha Bhavan, Howrah and Malda is complete 
and the buildings have been taken over. Zilla Siksha Bhavans of North 24 Parganas 
and Midnapore are nearing completion. The works of construction of Zilla Siksha 
Bhavans of Uttar Dinajpur and Hooghly are in progress. Sanction and release of 
‘fund for Siliguri Siksha Bhavan will be considered in the next financial year. 


Integrated Education for Disabled Children (IEDC) 


| 
| 
School Education Department is implementing the Centrally Sponsored Scheme of | 
Integrated Education for Disabled Children (IEDC) under the provisions of the | 
Persons with Disabilities (Equal Opportunities, Protection of Rights and Full | 
Participation) Act, 1995. Integrated Schools for the disabled children have been 
identified in each District for the purpose of implementation of the Scheme. Since 
1997-98 till 2001-02, 1273 schools in 17 Districts have been covered and the only 
remaining District is Darjeeling which is expected to be covered soon. 


The SCERT, West Bengal has been entrusted with the responsibility of conducting 
training programme of teachers and Heads of the selected schools in respect of 
this scheme. WBDPEP has also taken various steps, like construction of resource 
rooms, removal of architectural barriers, preparation/purchase of instructional 


materials for implementing the scheme of Integrated Education for the Disabled 
(IED). 
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In terms of Section 39 of the:Persons with Disabilities Act, 1995, Government 
order has been issued for reservation of 3% of the total seats in all Government and 
as well as Government aided schools for the benefit of the disabled children who 
can be integrated with the normal children.. 


With a view to implement, monitor and evaluate the programme of IEDC, the State 
has already created new posts of one Deputy Director, one Co-ordinator and ten 
posts of Resource teachers. A new Administrative cell will be set up with these 
staff. Recruitment to these posts has already been made and appointment orders 
will be issued shortly. 


Area Intensive Programme for the Educationally Backward Minorities 


Under this important Centrally Sponsored Scheme, basic educational infrastructure 
and facilities are provided in the areas of concentration of educationally backward 
minorities. The scheme is in operation since 1993-94, and at present, construction 
of additional rooms in the existing primary and upper primary schools and also 
construction of new primary schools are being taken up under the scheme. 


The Government of India has identified 107 minority concentrated blocks for 
implementation of the programme. In between 1993-94 and 2000-2001 the School 
Education Department has utilized Rs. 569.885 lakh under the scheme. A new scheme 
for construction of an additional room in 630 primary schools in 105 minority 
blocks at an estimated cost of Rs. 945 lakh has been submitted to the Government 
of India for approval. 


Expanded Operation Blackboard Scheme 


Expanded Operation Blackboard Scheme was launched by the Government of India 
during 9th Plan period, modifying the earlier scheme of Operation Blackboard which 
was launched in 1987. The scheme aims at making substantial improvement in 
education in both primary and upper primary schools by providing minimum level 
of facilities, like provision of at least two reasonably large rooms in each school, 
provision of at least two teachers and supply of essential teaching-learning materials. 


Since 1987-88 till 2001-02, the School Education Department received a total sum 
of Rs. 11,059.08 lakh towards Teaching-Learning materials (TL M) and teachers’ 
salary under the scheme, out of which Rs. 10,809.78 lakh has so far been utilized. 
Steps are being taken for utilization of the unspent balance early. 


Mid-Day Meal Scheme 


The National Programme of Nutritional Support to Primary Education (NP-NSPE), 
popularly known as *Mid-Day Meal Scheme' was launched in this State from 15th 


August, 1995. The main objective of this scheme is to give boost to universalisation 
of primary education by increasing enrolment, retention and attendance and 
simultaneously impacting on nutrition of the students of primary classes (Class I to 
V). Under this programme, rice is distributed free of cost at the rate of 100 gms. 
per student per day or 3 kg. per student per month for 10 academic months in a year 
subject to the condition of 80% attendance. 


The scheme is in operation all over the State including Calcutta with enrolment 
figure of 97,64,181 in Primary Schools during the academic session of 2002-03. | 
The scheme is running at present in all the districts. Supply of Mid-day meal to the 
Sishu Siksha Kendras (SSK) is going to start shortly. 


From January this year, cooked Mid-day meal is being supplied in 1100 primary 
schools, covering 1,76,500 students, in the five selected Districts of Paschim | 
Medinipur, Bankura, Birbhum, Murshidabad and Jalpaiguri. The programme has been 
started on experimental basis and is aimed to cover more and more schools gradually 
after review of its performance till 31st March this year. 


Retirement Benefit of Teachers and Non-Teaching Staff 


According to figure furnished by the Director of Pension, Provident Fund and Group | 
Insurance (DPPG), over 1 lakh 32 thousand pensioners from teaching and non- | 
téaching staff are receiving pension as on 1.1.2003. Nowhere in India such a large | 
number of Teaching and non-teaching staff of Government aided schools are in 
receipt of pensionery benefits. At present 5.3 thousand cases are pending in the 
said office. Pensionery benefits have been revised as per provision of ROPA, 1998. 
Due to the special initiatives taken by the Finance Department last year to expedite 
payment of the retirement benefit to retired teaching and non-teaching staff and to 
clear the pending cases there has been sharp drop in the number of outstanding 
cases. Serious attempts are being made, including extensive use of computers, to | 
clear the pending cases as early as possible. 
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CHAPTER П 
OVERVIEW OF EDUCATIONAL SCENARIO IN WEST BENGAL 


The State, as has alredy been mentioned, seeks to achieve universalisation of elementary 
education in the shortest possible time. In order to achieve this, the National Programme of 
Sarba Siksha Abhijan (SSA) has been launched in all the districts of the State. One of the major 
objectives of SSA is to get around 45 lakh out of school children in the age group 5 to 14 years in 
the State to schools/Sishu Shiksha Kendras (SSK) Centres run by NG)s within 2003. This, it is 
obvious will require heroic effort. 

The state Government has therefor, tried to optimise the existing school facilities by 
increasing retention ratio in elementary schools, specially in primary schools, construct additional 
class rooms, etc. It is also constructing toilet 

Blocks and drinking water sources so as to improve the environment in schools. However, 
a large number of schools and Sishu Shiskha Kendras will have to be constructed to meet even 
partially the SSA targets. 

Around 2500 new primary schools were sanctioned during three years prior to 1999-2000, 
construction of these schools is nearly complete. 5 

In 2001-02, under Prime Minister’s Gramodyog Yojana (P.MGY), Rs. 33.55 crore was 
earmarked and it was proposed to be spent in the following way : (i) Rs. 5.12 crore for construction 
of 292 newly sanctioned schools, (ii) Rs. 0.99 crore for training primary teachers, (iii) Rs. 9.05 
crore for drinking water and urinal facilities in 2516 schools, (iv) about Rs. 4 crore for printing free 
text books and (v) more than Rs. 12 crore for school dress for girl students at the primary level. 

With the Rs. 18.94 crore sanctioned by the 11% Finance Commission, construction of rooms 
in primary schools along with drinking water and toilet facilities is being carried out. The State 
Government in 2001-02 sanctioned grants amounting to Rs.20.14 crore for construction of new 
primary schools, Rs.8.82 crore for construction of drinking water and toilet facilities and Rs.4.73 
crore for construction of additional classrooms to different districts in the State. 

In order to bridge the gap in the requirement of primary schools in a more cost effective 
way, Shishu Shiksha Karmasuchi was introduced in 1997-98. Under the Karmasuchi, Shishu Shiksha 
Kendras (SSKs) are set up which are managed by the local community and employs teachers 
(Sahayikas) on contract basis. At the end ot 2001-02, mere were 11077 SSKs run by 21077 
Sahayikas. About 6.98 lakh children were enrolled in these kendras. About 500 Academic 
Supervisors have also been engaged to maintain the quality of education in the kendras. 

During 2002-03, up to November, 2002, an additional 3622 kendras were opened. At the 
end of November, 2002, therefore, there were 14699 SSKs with 33670 Sahayikas and the total 
children enrolied were 7.99 lakh. š 

In 2001-02, the State Government spent Rs. 2998.85 lakh on the Karmasuchi and in 2002-03, 
up to November 2002, Rs. 1216.26 lakh has been spent. 

The implementation of District Primary Education Programme (DPEP) is continuing in 10 
disstrits. In these districts access to schools has increased, gross enrollment rates inprimary 
schools and SSKs have improved and stood at around 108 to 112 percentin 2001, retention rate have also 
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increased, etc. The State Government therefore, has introduced a DPEP type programme, the 
Integrated Programme of Universalisation of Elementary Education, in me remaining 8 districts, 

The State Government provides school uniform free to all primary girl students. In 2001-02, | 
free school uniforms were provided to 33.81 lakh girls at a cost of Rs.21.98 crore. 

Under the mid-day meal scheme, rice is distributed free of cost at the rate of 3 kg. per student 
per month for 10 academic months in a year subject to 80 per cent attendance, hi 2001-02, 95.8 
lakh children in primary schools were covered under the scheme. 

Free text books are also provided to primary school children (class I to V) in the State, 
About 5.17 crore books in 86 titles and in 6 languages were printed and distributed. 

In 2002-03, considerable fund has been available for implementing the universalisation of 

Elementary Programme. The earmarked funds for elementary education are as follows: 


PMGY Rs. 3300 lakh 
11th Finance Commission Rs. 1048.59 lakh 
DEEP Rs. 1200 lakh 
SSA Rs. 2300 lakh 


More Junior high schools need to be set up in the State to meet the national norm for Junior 
high schools. Junior high schools are also facing accommodation problems. Additional class! 
room are therefore being constructed in junior high schools. In 2001-02, 71 new junior high] 
Schools were recognised. | 


| 

In the last four years 199 junior high schools were established. At the Secondary and Higher 
Secondary level there is acutft shortage of intake capacity. The State Government therefore. has 
been upgrading junior high schools to high schools and high schools to higher secondary schools; 
In the last four years, 817 junior high schools were upgraded to high schools and 468 high schools 
were upgraded to higher secondary schools. In 2001-02, 64 junior high schools were upgraded to 
high schools. 

The State Government has been withdrawing higher secondary courses from colleges in 
phases and increasing the number of higher secondary schools. In 2001-02, higher secondary 
courses were withdrawn from 24 colleges and 105 high schools were upgraded to higher 
secondary schools. In 2002-03, higher secondary? courses were withdrawn from 46 colleges and 
342 high schools were upgraded to higher secondary schools. About 900 teaching posts for the! 
upgraded HS schools were created during 2002-03. Two-thirds ofthese teachers will be appointed 
on contract basis. | 


Appointments of teachers to junior high, high, higher secoi madrasahs, are made through | 
the School Service Commission. Till the end total of 19059 candidates were recommended for | 
appointment on the ba first two selection tests. Further, 2217 candidates have so far been recomm | 
posts of headmasters and headmistresses. In the third selection test teachers, a total of 3.03 lakh 
candidates appeared and selection of cane going on. | 


The number of schools at different levels of school educational enrolment in schools by 
stage are shown in Table 1.1 and Table 1.2 respectively. |

As can be seen from Table 1.2 the percentage of girl students declines at higher levels of 
school education. The State Government is aware of this and is trying to correct it. 

The State Government has. been trying to spread education among children of minority 
communities, specially those who belong to the disadvantage section. The State Government for 
instance, provides financial assistance to madrasahs for incorporating modem subjects in their 
curriculum so that the.students are at par with students in the mainstream. As a result the Alim 
exam is now equivalent to Madhvamik examination. The State Government has been upgrading 
junior high madrasahs to high madrasahs and also recognized new madrashas. In 2001-02, one 
junior high madrasah has been recognized and 9 have been upgraded to high madrasahs . In Table 
1.3, the number of madrasahs in the State is shown. The State Government has also sanctioned 
many teaching and non-teaching posts for madrasahs. The State Government has also provided 
facilities for computer education to madrasah students. -

A high-powered Committee under Chairmanship of Prof. A.R. Kidwai, Ex-Governor of 
West Bengal was set up to review the madrasah education system. The committee has recently 
submitted its report. Provision has been made in the Plan Budget for modernisation of syllabus, 


teachers training and infrastructure development of madrasahs. 
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In 2002-03 the State Government has introduced computer education in 500 secondary 
schools. Its objective is to proved facilities for computer education to all schools. It has also set 
up District Computer Literacy Centres with fund provided by the 11th Finance commission. 
This will allow students in classes VII to XII in schools without computers in the districts to 
use computers.

The Administrative Section of School Education Directorate, West Bengal looks 
after all administrative and allied matters. A Report to highlight the achievement of this 
segment during the year 2001-2002 is as follows: 


ADMINISTRATION OFDIRECTORATE OF SCHOOL EDUCATION 


For decentralisation of educational planning and administration of School Education 
system in West Bengal offices at the Sub-divisional level have been restructured with 
an officer of W.B.E.S. (Inspection Branch) as Head of the office for strengthening 
Inspection and supervising Administrative works at the Sub-divisional Level (both 
Primary and Secondary) during 2002-2003 and for expeditious disposal of the works | 
relating to salaries, Provident Fund and the pension cases of the teaching and non- 
teaching employees of the Secondary Schools. 


Arrangement for In-service Training of Inspecting Officers (Sub-Inspector of "Schools 
have been made during the year 2002-2003 at ATI, Salt Lake, West Bengal for e ffectivel 
educational planning and administration. Officers in the rank of Asstt. Inspector of)

Primary Education, atop priority sector ofthe Government of West Bengal, is free for all children in the 
age group 5 to 9. The instruction of language at the primary stage is the mother tongue of a child, english hag 
been introduced as second language in Class II. No detention policy has been inroduced in primary classes 
since 1981 as per recommendation of different Education Commissions. With the nation-wide declaration of 
the programme “Sarva Siksha Abhiyan (SSA)" the State Government has also undertaken some effectiv 
strategies to universalize elementary education for all children in the 6 to 14 age group by 2010. The renewal 
of Text Book & curriculum, capacity building of teachers through Training & Orientation, supply of treachi 
learning materials, set up of new Primary Schools. & Sishu Siksha Kendras, sanction of addl. teachers & 
sahayikas, alternative schooling/egs (Education Guartanted Scheme), infrastructural & environment 
development, convergent planning among various departments and initiation of some incentive schemes аге“ 
the main strategies of the State Government to materialise the aims and objectives of the SSA. (Sarva Siksha 
Abhiyan) 

The project office of SSA with the help of district project office and wide participation of community has 
taken effective steps towards its successful implementation and completion.

CIVIL WORKS 


Civil Works intervention of WBDPEP has been working in one of the most important 
areas to bridge the biggest gap in the state's primary education. The phase —1 districts have almost 
completed their target construction work. But for phase — II districts eligibility of Civil Works 
has been enhanced due to physical and price contingency. Districts have started taking initiative 
` to prepare need-based school list to utilise the fund for construction of NSB and ACR. This work 
is to be completed within the year 2004. 


SSA has been launched to bring all children within age group of 5+ to 13+ under the 
umbrella of primary and upper primary education. The duration of SSA is from 2001 to 2010. 


Till date an integrated attempt has been made for primary school infrastructure up gradation 
in the 10 districts under DPEP. Now under the aegis of SSA an integrated effort will be exerted | 
for strengthening the school infrastructure for both the primary and upper primary sector in the 
entire state. But keeping in mind the contribution of DPEP, while planning for SSA it seems 
rather justified and equitable to concentrate on the primary sector of non-DPEP districts and 
upper primary sector in the entire state. It is the biggest challenge to Civil Works unit at SPO to 
monitor such huge task within a stipulated time frame. To meet the challenge following activities 
have been thought of for DPEP and non - DPEP districts: - 

Assessment of physical need of upper primary segment 

Resource mapping

Pooling up of resources out of all the convergent sources to the maximum extent possible.

Training programme has been organized regularly in all DPEP districts to orient VEC / 
VCC, WEC / WCC members to wards CET. 


Material development 


CFE 


Software has been developed by the SPO to facilitate holistic planning process towards 
school infrastructure development and the same has been distributed to all districts. In 
order to make the orientation / sensitization programmes more interactive training 
methodologies using scaled models during the programme has been thought of. ‘GOOD 
CONSTRUCTION PRACTIES' both in Bengali and English versions and Vidyalay Griha 
Nirman Nirdeshika have been sent to all districts. 


CFE has been implemented mainly in Phase — I districts. Мајда has implemented CFE in 
some schools. But as advised by JRM Team and National Evaluation Team, ongoing concepts 
of CFE need further upgradation / development. Civil works along with Pedagogy cell of 
SPO shall jointly review the matter and districts wise survey will be conducted on selected 
schools for upgradation of CFE. Spontaneous suggestions for the students of Class II to IV 
will be considered in detail and if considered good will be implemented at site, with due 
consideration to cost effectiveness. 


PEDAGOGICAL RENEWAL 


If quantitative expansion does not commensurate with qualitative improvement, it never 
works. Quality lays emphasis on how a teacher transacts his lesson and how he / she uses 
TLM in the class-room, how responsive the children are and how the community is involved 
in monitoring the quality of education in the schools. 

Keeping the above assumptions in mind, certain activities were undertaken in 200 1-2002. 
These activities are of two kinds: 

Macro-level activities 

Micro-level activities 


Macro-level activities 


These activities include certain orientation programmes, training of teachers, CLRC 
personnel, resource persons & DRGs members, resource support like supply of library 
books, TLM grant, school grant and monitoring. Above activities are basically designed at 
the state level with top-down approach and provide blanket coverage all over the state.

Micro-level activities 
While initiating large-scale application of inputs of quality improvement all over the state, 
DPEP has also started certain interventions at micro-level. Recent survey brings to focus 
the need for a shift from teaching improvement initiatives to learning improvement 
initiatives, by providing school-based, need based and hands on support to teachers and 
students, with simultaneous institutional arrangement for ensuring management of change 
on a sustained basis. Assuring quality with equity, calls for a shift from a routine stereotyped, 
supply-driven, centrally planned, adhoc quality improvement interventions to a need-based, 
demand-driven, target oriented, dynamic, decentralised, accountable to stakeholders 
approach. Thus a programme like SLIP (School-based Learning Improvement Programme) 
has been designed. 

Macro-level Initiatives 
a. Teachers Training 
The main emphasis has been laid on in-service training of Primary School teachers. It 
covers modern concepts of pedagogy, mainly based on child-centric and activity-based 
teaching and learning process. In the whole process, the cascade mode of training is 
followed from the state level down to the CLRCs. For this, Key Resource Persons at the 
District and sub-district levels were trained. Teachers’ Training Module I & II have been 
developed for 10 DPEP districts and almost all the teachers were trained. The Module III 
for teachers’ training was developed for all the districts. 

Text Book Renewal 
West Bengal Board of Primary Education took up the job of renewing the text books for 
class III. The process involved the strategies of drafting, refining, workshops, developing 
draft copies, distribution of trial copies to different organisation, field trials, finalisation, 
editing and printing of the same. The renewed textbooks of class III will be introduced 
from May 2002.. 

Link Library Programme 
This programme has two pronged objectives : 
Inculcating reading habits of children from an earlier age 
Enriching class-room transactions by using library books 
The intervention envisages setting up libraries in primary schools and developing a network 
with rural library functioning as a link agent. To setup libraries in primary schools the 
following activities were undertaken: 
Supply of library books to each schools @ Rs. 500/-. 
Formation of Book Review Teams at the state and the district level to enlist the books fot 
final selection. 
Sending application for membership of NBTs Readers’ Club from different schools.

stepping-stone for improving the learning achievement in qualitative terms. The programme, 
was aiming at creating enabling conditions in school through transactional interventions 
for improving quality of learning within a time frame. It was also designed to give emphasis 
on involving the parents and other members of the community operating through the VECS 
with use of participatory devices called-PLA (Participation Learning and Action) to sustain 

the achievement levels of learners. |

Circle Resource Centre (CLRC) 


Circle Resource Centre is an arrangement which institutionalises the resource support d 
existing System, in terms of building up the capacity and adding to the infrastructure ?

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conducts evaluations, monitors and supervises, organise mobilization of community and 
helps to strengthen the planning and management process. The pedagogical renewal activity 
is conducted mainly by the Circle Resource Centre (CLRC).

The findings of SLIP has encouraged in developing a broad base plan for introducing the 
new techniques of child centric teaching learning process in all 52,000 primary schools of 
the State in a phased manner. The plan of action for expanding SLIP was prepared through 
several discussions with WBBPE, Directorate of School Education, SECRT and UNICEF 
in regard to policy management and implementation of the process and thus emerged the 
concept of ILIP i.e. Integrated Learning Improvement Programme. Next year the ILIP is 
proposed to be launched in 5000 schools. 


DISTANCE EDUCATION PROGRAMME 


In the present primary education scenario quality improvement is an important thrust area 
along with access enrolment and retention. The onus for qualitative improvement and 
application of modern methods and techniques in classroom teaching-learning lies with the 
teachers. Last year Distance Education Component in WBDPEP has focussed on Material

RESEARCH AND STUDIES | 


Research and Studies component under WBDPEP over the last 5 years has evaluated tlt 
varied strategies utilized in the DPEP interventions for achieving UPE. It has also tried fo 


identify the needs at the grassroot level for appropriate strategy formulation and effective 
implementation ofthe same. 


With the Phase -I WBDPEP districts approaching the final stage in its 6" year, the 
intervention will target at more micro level research to identify weak areas and undertak 
comparative analysis with the data collected over the years. 


Major success was achieved in conducting the Cohort Studies, first on a sample basis and 
later on in an intensive manner covering all the schools in the Phase-I districts.

COMMUNITY MOBILISATION 


Community mobilisation is an important component of District Primary Education 
Programme. The objective is to strengthen community participation in primary education 
with the ultimate aim of.community ownership in fulfilling the objectives of UPE. The 
platform for community participation іп UPE is the Village Education Committee (VEC) 
in rural areas and the Ward Education Committee (WEC) in urban areas. 


During 2001-2002 following activities were under taken.

Developing micro level database by introducing child register

Monitoring System 


For strengthening the monitoring activities, a monthly reporting system has been introduced 
from VEC / WEC to CLRC. The monthly reporting format contains information related 
to teachers, students and the activities done by VEC / WEC. It is the responsibility of 
secretaries of VEC / WEC to send the monthly VEC / WEC report to CLRC and vice- 
versa. The CPC has the responsibility to collect the report from defaulting WEC / VEC. 
The reports are regularly shared among head teachers, RTs and CPC at the meeting of head 


teachers? at CLRC every month. 
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Micro level database 


With the launching of SSA, a need to modify the existing child register was felt. Therefore 
instead of updating existing child registers, a fresh Child Register covering all children 
between 0-14 years was prepared. This Child Register would be the basis of microplanning 
exercises which would become the basis for future annual plans. 
ECCE 

Early Childhood care and Education focuses upon total development of pre-school children, 
In case of West Bengal ECCE program is provided through Integrated Child Development 
Scheme or ICDS. ICDS provides services in local areas named as Angan Wadi Centres 
(AWCs) under the control of Social Welfare Directorate, Govt. of West Bengal. The 
intervention in relation to pre-school children within the age range of 3—5 years on the рай 
of WBDPEP / PBRPSUS is undertaken through convergence with Social Welfare 
Directorate. Working group on ECCE has been formed to maintain joint effort constantly 
for strengthening the pre-school component within the ICDS program. This in turn may 
ensure satisfactory Primary Education in future for children. 


Initially an attempt has been made to improve the quality of pre-school component in 
connection with the following convergence issues during the year 2001-2002 :- 


1. Providing TLM support to AWCs. 

2. Imparting infrastructure support to AWCs. 

3. Sensitization of ICDS Officials on Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan. 
4. Developing database on pre-schooling. 


This program has been implemented in 10 DPEP districts of West Bengal. As a result similar 
convergence has been made possible among the district functionaries of 10 DPEP districts 
of both the department. 


Apart from Purulia each ofthe 9 districts have District Resource Group or DRG consisting 
of members from District Project Office -DPEP, District Project Office —Social Welfare, 
Zilla Sabhadhipati & eminent NGO activists. Key Resource Persons (KRPs) for sensitization 
purpose at all levels have been identified from the DRG members. 


` The format for collecting information on pre-schooling has already been finalized with 
dual concent from PBRPSUS & SW Department. So the development of pre-school database 


is in process. The District functionaries have arranged for collecting the required 
information. 


Ithas been found necessary to provide sufficient TLM to the AWCs which may motivate the 
young children to attend the centre regularly as well as it may stimulate them to achieve the 


expected developmental milestone at an appropriate age. Providing TLM support involves 
three consecutive steps : 
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1. Selection of TLM articles within limited fund. 
2. Procurement of the selected TLM articles. 


3. Distribution of the procured items to each AWC in the particular district. A district 
wise picture may help to have an idea in this activity.

GIRLS' EDUCATION 


Encouraged by the positive response received from the gender focus blocks to the activities 
undertaken by the Girls’ Education unit of WBDPEP, the phase – I DPEP districts decided 
to extend gender interventions to all blocks of the districts. Activities in the Phase — IT 
DPEP districts have also picked up momentum, that has inspired the 5 phase — 1I districts to 
expand gender interventions from 10 blocks to 19 blocks. 

Apart from the usual activities like awareness campaigns, capacity building exercise and 
material development on Girls” education, the following notable activities were conducted 
by the Girls? Education unit in 2001 — 2002: 


A. State level workshop : 


(i) 2 days orientation of District Resource Group members from phase — II districts on Girls' 
education under WBDPEP. This programme was also attended by district coordinators and other 
district level officials other than the DRG members on Gender from the 5 phase — II districts.

The participants of the workshop were divided into 6 teams, 
Each team visited those schools and the concerned VEC, interacted with both in school and | 
out of school children, teachers, parents and community members, and identified the specific | 
problems of the localities. Later area specific and need based plans were chalked out for 
each school by the team members of DPEP, as well as the community members of the 
concerned areas. 


` District level 


Several training and workshops have been conducted in all the phase — II districts except 
Purulia which is yet to take off in a big way. Resource person have been trained to fecilitate 
interventions in the gender focus blocks, especially in Bankura, Cooch Behar, Мајда, 
Jalpaiguri and Utter Dinajpur. 50 schools with very low percentage of girls? enrolment to 
total enrolment have been worked upon intensively by these Resource Persons. They have 
interacted directly with the stakeholders at the grass root level, and these interventions 
have evoked tremendous response among the community, especially mothers. 


Other programmes conducted by Birbhum and Uttar Dinajpur districts need to be mentioned 
here. 


Birbhum organised 2 district level camps for orienting female members of the Panchayat 
Samities from 7 gender focus blocks on the issue of Girls” education under WBDPEP. The 
2 camps were attend by 112 participants which also included representatives of the DRG 
(Gender) and personnel from the concerned CLRCs. 


Issues raised in these camps through participatory group discussions were: 


Process of socialization of men and women, and the consequent social discrimination 
between the series. ; 


Impact of these factors on enrolment, retention and achievement levels of girl children 


Role of the Panchayati Raj Instituation (PRI) in increasing the rate of girls participation in 
primary schools. 


Role ofthe PRI in conducting and supporting awareness generation campaigns on gender 
issues, effective implementation of various schemes at the grass roots, which would be 
beneficial to women and girl children. 


10 camps covering 735 female members of the VEC were organised in the gender focus 
blocks of Uttar Dinajpur district. While conducting those camps, the district level trainers/ 
Resource Persons of ten found it extremely difficult to make these women speak out about 
the problems faced by then or their daughters. With a literacy rate of 37.16%, which is the 
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second lowest in the state of West Bengal, these camps underlined the fact that Uttar Dinajpur 
is going be one ofthe most challenging areas for the girls” education unit to work upon. 


Another striking evaluation was that in these belts, the problem of girls” education is 
inextricably linked with the social issues like child marriage or dowry system. With this 
revelation dawned the realization, that the issue of girls’ education cannot be dealt with in 
an isolated manner, but would call for intensive and extensive campaigning on other gender 
related social issues, with support from other Government departments and non government 
organisations. 


Ma — О — Meya — Mela, the event being organised for the third consecutive year in the 
DPEP districts, seems to have caught the imagination of the masses, and created waves in 
interior corners of the districts. 


Around 225 GP level / CLRC level / Block level melas were held in 7 out of 10 DPEP 
districts in 2001 — 2002. The mela, this time, was organised in most places on community 
demand, and thousands of people thronged to the event to participate in the competitions, 
visit the states that disseminated information on women's education, health and income 
generation programmes. 


IED (Integrated Education For Disabled) 


Realising the fact that the education for children with special needs is complex and require 
various approaches, the IED activities under WBDPEP has been implementing various 
strategies to bring children with special needs into the mainstream of the education system, 
involving them into social activities and provide them an opportunity for complete 
participation. In different parts ofthe West Bengal, especially in the large majority of rural 
areas, we are not hindered by legacy of segregation; there is more community solidarity, 
and we have over the years developed greater expertise in utilizing existing resources. 
Examples of good strategy and practice in integrated education exists and excellent initiatives 
are taking places at the community level. There is evidence of ‘Integration’ in the many 
rural areas where often the issue is that if the child is not taken in the only school existing, 
where else does he/she go ? The District Primary Education Programme is West Bengal 
has facilitated such cases of integration. Although there are many weaknesses also observed 
during implementation of the programme, *ignorance/ lack of availability of information’ 
among the community is observed to be one of the major reasons for inability of most 
parents/teachers to avail benefits of available services.

The State has Developed a 3-tier monitoring and supervision system to monitor the IED 
activity in State. 


EDUCATION FOR THE DEPRIVED URBAN CHILDREN 


Kolkata, the most populous city of the east, has a growing number of deprived urban 
children living on pavements, slums, squatter colonies. Shikshalaya Prakalpa under the 
aegis of WBDPEP has been initiated to address the educational need of these deprived 
urban children. The first step was to assess the number of out of school children and their 
spatial distribution. The survey revealed that 44646 children are out of school in 141 
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Municipal Wards of Kolkata. The results ofthe survey formed the basis ofthe planning of 
Shikshalaya Prakalpa -a project to be run under the guidance and supervision of KRGEDUC, 
under the CLPOA network funded by WBDPEP. The project management unit for the 
period July’01 to June’02 was CINI-ASHA while Loreto Day School, Sealdah was selected 
as the Academic Training Unit for the programme. The working plan of the project is as 
follows: - 


600 shikshalayas to be set up / managed by NGOs 


each shikshalaya to have a maximum of 50 children in the first year with two para 
teachers i.e. shiksha sevak / sevika 


10 Resource Centre (one per 60 shikshalayas) to be setup and managed by NGO

Bridge Course 


The Bridge Couse Programme (running bridge course centres) was launched in Kolkata in 
September 2000 with support of fund from UNICEF under the guidance of SRGEDUC. 
These Bridge Course centres were run by different Kolkata based NGOs selected by 
CLPOA. Children of the Bridge Course centres were mainstreamed by July 2001 into 
various formal schools run under DPSC and KMC by the concerned NGOs. 2304 out of 
5286 were mainstreamed into formal schools i.e. 43.5896 of the total number of children 
reached out were mainstreamed. 2982 children could not be mainstreamed because of 
low academic progress or drop out from the centres. 
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MEDIA & DOCUMENTATION 


The Media & Documentation unit at the State Project office made a significant progress 
over the past 5 years.

Special training were given to the teachers for 
better classroom transactions. Students were given separate work books also. Different 
techniques were used to make the learning joyful for students. After 6 months of the 
launching ofthe initiatives the outcome was documented through still photography. SLIP 
was launched in 6 districts of DPEP and district the progress in or outside the class room 
was documented in Birbhum, Bankura, Murshidabad, South 24 Parganas, & Cooch Behar 
by engaging professional photographer.

MANAGEMENT INFORMATION SYSTEM 


The success of any project is largely dependent on an efficient Management information 
System, which enables information usage at all levels for decision making and planning 
process. In this connection the MIS unit in PBRPSUS is highly equipped with modern 
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technology and highly qualified and efficient personnel having the capabilities to handle 
the data/ information. 


Educational Management Information System (EMIS) 


Ап annual activity to collect school level data/information based planning. EMIS is 
implemented through software called District Information System (DISE). 


District Information System (DISE) 


Like the previous years this year also the MIS has introduced collection of village level 
data along with School Based data through DISE. Computerization of DISE data of 10 
DPEP districts (School Based Information & Village Level information) has been 
completed. DISE data for 10 DPEP districts were successfully compiled and sent to 
MHRD, Gol. 


Sharing of data 


The computerised data is being shared with different departments (Government & Non- 
government) at different levels (State, District, Sub-district level). The data sharing from 
the State to the district and vise versa are being done to a limited sphere and in the next 
year the sharing of information will be extended to the level of Circle / Block /Municipality 
level and also at the level of CRC/ VEC / WEC / School Level. 


The exchange of data with other Govt. and non-Govt. departments are being done for data 
validation and also for the preparation of integrated and comprehensive plan document 
indicating the plan of activities and budgetary allocation of each sector(s) and also the 
process of convergence. 


Strategy for the Next Year 


The activities of the present year and its achievement are mentioned above. The existing 
process of functioning of MIS Cell is to be continued and strengthened for increasing its 
effectiveness in connection with collection, computerisation, analysis and sharing of data 
with different interventional areas of SPO, different government and non-government 
organisation /department at state, district and sub-district level. With this view the 
following strategies are being thought out. 


l. Multi-dimensional flow of information and necessary feedback for strengthening for 


effective supervision and monitoring system ofthe project. 


2. Integration of district project offices with SPO through mechanism of Wide Area Network. 


Improvisation ofthe reporting system. 
4. Mechanisation of document management system through MIS Cell at SEO; 
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9: Capacity building of MIS and different functionaries 
6. Strengthening MIS for Planning & Management 


PMIS 


PMIS is required to monitor the project systematically according to the Activity wise 
Expenditure Statement against the approved Annual Work Plan & Budget for the year. The 
software has been developed and implemented at SPO and also in the Existing & Expansion 
districts of DPEP. 


The software allows for logging each financial transaction to individual cost parameters 
so that subsequent analysis of the expenditures can be made for each of them. This also 
facilitates generation of various statistics for the district, individual blocks and 
municipalities, down to the circle level. | 

| 
The software allows for logging the annual targets against each intervention area, broken 
up into various activities and sub-activities and the actual performance against those 
activities. The monitoring is done essentially for the financial aspect of the project will, 
indicative parameters for the physical activities. 


The software is intended to be run in the implementing districts and the State Projed 
Office. The districts are also supposed to transmit data electronically to the State Servet 
for collation and state level analysis. 


The PMIS software has been successfully implemented at SPO and 10 DPEP districts 
District officials are generating the on-going reports accordingly and sending the sameas 
SPO regularly.

Learning, Completion and Quality 


DPEP has made note-worthy efforts to address the problem of irregular attendance, which 
is an area of concern. The normal causes are seasonal agricultural work, sibling care and 
illness. With the active involvement of VECS, individual cases are taken up and soci 
pressure mobilised. 


The monthly review meetings ofthe Head Teachers at the CLRCS, the sensitisation of the 
teachers through training, greater involvement of the VECs and Panchayat representativ® 


and a greater awareness in the community have helped focus efforts on ітргой® 
attendance. 


Some of the most significant contributions of DPEP to quality so far have been throug 
thhe Circle Level Resource Centres, which replace the usual pattern of BRCs and СКС 
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Their advantage is that they converge with the Sub-Inspectorate, with the role of the SI 
changing to that of the Circle Project Coordinator, supported by Resource Teachers. 


Indeed, DPEP interventions for in-service teacher training have yielded some valuable 
lesson learning. Modules developed and rolled out most recently have been more practical 
and responsive to actual classroom conditions than earlier ones and have clearly gained 
higher levels ofteacher acceptance and day-to-day impact. CLRC activities have provided 
essential, continuing support to teachers in applying the methods introduced by the training 
as well as regular noontime sessions for sensitising VEC members and winning their 
support for what is being done in the schools. 


The School-based Learning Improvement Programme (SLIP) is an important and pioneering 
quality improvement programme in the West Bengal context. It has developed from an 
action-research based pilot, FLIP, and reports indicate that SLIP is an effective and holistic 
set of strategies based on a wide range of evidence and experience, and already having 
considerable impact on children, teachers, schools and community. 


Equity 
DPEP has, exceptionally, supported a significant, NGO-led intervention in Calcutta (not a 
DPEP district) for deprived urban children which will soon be extended to several more 
urban centres and taken up under SSA. 


DPEP has developed some effective strategies for girls? education and, for example, for 
helping tribal children and their teachers make the transition from mother tongue to Bangla 
in the first year of school. 


The West Bengal Board of Primary Education has conducted a series of external evaluations 
of learning achievement in primary schools and it is understood that this year's results 
will for the first time be disaggregated by gender and social categories. 


The key role of validated data in effective planning is being increasingly appreciated by 
the members ofthe VECs, Panchayats and the DPEP functionaries at the district and state 
level. The child register maintained since 2001 in every primary school is a basic source 
of information at the grass roots level mainly on the number of out of school children. 
Teachers and VEC members are fully involved in the preparation of this register, based on 
which ‘green cards’ are distributed to those families who have to enrol their children. 


Micro planning for quality and access. 


A more effective micro-planning model is available in areas where SLIP is implemented. 
Here the importance of community participation is formalised through Participatory 
Learning Action (PLA), providing a forum to map the villages and identify their problems, 
needs and gaps. The participants collectively prepare seasonal diagram, occupational 
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diagram and habitation plan. This has forged a CLRC-school-VEC-community network, 
enhancing planning capabilities in the community and leading to quality improvement in 
the classrooms. . 


The data collected through DISE and the child registers are passed on to the Circle Project 
Coordinators (CPCs) who then consolidate and integrate them with the district plan. The 
habitation plans prepared through PLA would also be integrated. Thus the AWP&Bs receive 
sufficient inputs as regards enrolment, infrastructure and academic attainment. 


Coordination and convergence 


There is a noticeable recognition of the need for convergent action at the district and 
village level. The District Magistrates have been designated as District Project Directors 
to facilitate better convergence and optimal utilisation of resources. This has created a 
mechanism at the district level capable to access and allocate funds from different sources 
to address the demand for new school buildings, additional classrooms, drinking water 
and toilet facilities. 


The community participation in construction ensured through the VECS is distinctly felt. 
There is an eagerness to use locally relevant building materials and accept innovative 
designs. 


A refreshing feature of the programme has been a holistic planning for infrastructure 
support to primary schools. As convergence of various agencies is being attempted, this 
mapping exercise has added value. Detailed surveys and need assessment have been done 
with community involvement which gives distinct qualitative edge to the civil construction 
activities. A software also has been developed which helps identify the infrastructure needs 
of every school. This is a valuable planning tool and needs to be integrated in the SSA 
plans and other convergent initiatives at the district level. 
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WEST BENGAL BOARD OF PRIMARY EDUCATION 


Policies, Functions and Challenges 


The West Bengal Board of Primary Education is a statutory autonomous body and unique in 
nature in India. The responsibility for planning and development of Primary Education in the 
State is bestowed upon it. 


The WBBPE has been, since its inception in 1990, pursuing its policies and schemes as per 
the provisions of W.B. Primary Education Act, 1973 (which has been amended from time to 
time) for development, expansion and management of Primary Education. 


The functions ofthe Board as defined in the West Bengal Primary Education Act, 1973 are 
huge and diverse in nature and the volume of work is expanding rapidly over the years. Recently, 
the Board has been entrusted to recognize all new Primary Teachers’ Training Institutes and to 
administer and conduct examination and other affairs relating to PTTI by amending West Bengal 
Primary Education Act, 1973 with effect from 2™ December, 2002. A proposal for strengthening 
the staff structure of the Board, approved by the then Ad-hoc Committee of the Board, has already 
been sent to the State Government but it has not yet been possible to create till to-day any new 
post by the State Government. 


Before dwelling on the development and qualitative improvement of Primary Education in 
the State, the staff structure of the Board as at present and approved by the Govt. is given below:

Renewal of textbooks for 
Class V has already begun. The process of preparation of textbooks is being carried out and those 
books for Class V will be used from the academic session 2004-2005. The subject experts are 
working on the renewal programme to make textbooks “ideal” embracing all pedagogical inputs. 
As prospective programme of the Board in regard to quality improvement Work Books-cum- 
Evaluation Sheet will be supplied by the Board for the use of all children from Class I to V

А 3-day programme (first phase) on modernization and renewal of curriculum and syllabuses 
was conducted from 27 — 29 November, 2002 at Ramkrishna Mission Seva Pratisthan. Sri Kanti 
Biswas, Hon'ble Minister-in-Charge, School Education, Govt. of West Bengal inaugurated this 
3-day programme and Hon'ble Minister of State Smt. Iva Dey, reputed educationists like Prof, 
Pabitra Sarkar, Prof. Ranju Gopal Mukherjee, Prof. Bhabesh Moitra and others including President 
ofthe Board Dr. Jyoti Prakas Ghosh and Secretary, Prof. Swapan Kumar Sarkar actively participated 
in the programme. 


Orientation Programme in session 


Second phase of the programme on modernization and renewal of curriculum and syllabuses 
about the preparation of syllabus on different subjects — 1“ and 2» language, Mathematics, 
Environmental Studies (History, Geography and Natural Science), Health and Physical Education 
and activity based works (creative productive works) was conducted successfully from 25-27 
February, 2003. 


A 3-day workshop on preparation of modalities of preparing textbooks and finalization of 
the curriculum and syllabi was held on 26 – 28 March, 2003. 


In the meantime an integrated module of ILIP (Integrated Learning Improvement Programme) 
for micro-level intervention was prepared under the guidance of West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education and in collaboration with PBRPSUS, SCERT etc. and it is already in vogue in selected 
schools of different districts in West Bengal. It is for Class I & II at this stage. The ILIP is, 
however, being implemented by PBRPSUS in about 435 schools (Class I) in 2002 and 3506 
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schools (Class I) and 435 schools (Class II) in 2003 of all the districts. 
School Health Programme 


A module on Health & Physical Education Programme has been prepared by the WBBPE in 
collaboration with the Health Department, Govt. of West Bengal. 


The programme is underway and expected to be implemented in a very short period. It is 
meant for orientation of the teachers of different schools to equip them with the initial knowledge 
ofhealth education and regular health check-up ofthe students creating health awareness amongst 
the students and half-yearly or annual check-up ofthe students under the guidance of the Health 
Department, Govt. of West Bengal and eminent physicians of the state. Not only that, this 
programme will be able to minimize dropouts, encourage enrolment and create health awareness 
amongst local people through health campaign to be initiated by the schools of respective areas. 
This programme will be implemented in the cascade mode starting from MRP Level to Teacher 
Level. To make the programme successful active participation ofthe local self Govt. like Gram 
Panchayat, Zilla Parishad, Municipal Corporation, Municipalities etc. an imperative. 


Science Orientation Programme 


West Bengal Board of Primary Education has taken up a challenging programme of teaching 
science easily with the help of low-cost, no-cost teaching-learning materials (TLM) in the primary 
schools of the state by exploring the environment of the school and outside. A module was 
prepared and printed by the WBBPE for the purpose of orientation and continuous effort was laid 
on the orientation of Master Resource Persons (MRPs), Key Resource Persons (K.R.Ps), 
Resource Persons (R.Ps) and teachers of the schools. As a result 71 M.R.Ps, 610 K.R.Ps and 
2700 R.Ps have so far been oriented in different camps of 19 districts. Primary teachers 6000 in 
number (One teacher per school in 8(eight) non-DPEP districts and 70,000 primary teachers of 
all the 10(ten) DPEP districts have already been oriented. 


Meanwhile, English orientation programme of: nearly 60 Primary Teachers’ Training Institutes 
(РТ.Т1) teacher educators (опе teacher-educator from each P.T.T.I in each area) has been 


Completed with the help of the subject experts. 


The WBBPE has submitted proposal for arranging massive integrated orientation programme 
throughout the state of CLRC, C.R.C. personnel along with a good number of personnel of the 
tested and trusted voluntary organizations (NGOs) to extend effective help. for fruitful 
Implementation of science teaching at the school level and to provide the Board with feed back 
for follow up action provided necessary fund is available as per proposal. For early implementation 
ofthe programme an overall Vision Plan along with a prospective Project Plan has been sent to 
the S.S.A, authority for sanction of necessary fund as per budget proposal. The WBBPE could 
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have been capable of performing many other programmes for the qualitative improvement provided 
the Board was self-sufficient in respect of adequate fund and manpower required for the purpose, 


External Evaluation 


In the year 1998, the School Education Department of the Govt. of West Bengal felt the 
necessity of holding External Evaluation in the primary stage for the students who have completed | 
the first two years of schooling, WBBPE was asked to study the feasibility of the same and to 
prepare a plan for organizing the same. Being so requested the external evaluation was introduced 
since 1999 in all primary schools of West Bengal by the Board. The main objective of the 
programme is to help strengthening the existing system of comprehensive evaluation introduced 
since 1981 in the affiliated primary schools of West Bengal. It is aimed at identifying the gaps 
that may be caused through day to day teaching programme that are carried out in the classroom, 
The introduction of EE is to find out if there is any lack of achieving expected competencies by 
the students in their subject areas — Language and Arithmetic. The Evaluation is being conducted 
in two subjects — 1 Language and Arithmetic and students having different medium of instruction 
like Hindi, Urdu, Nepali, Oriya, Telegu etc. are capable of sitting for the evaluation. More than | 
fifteen lakhs of students are appearing at the evaluation every year. One of the main features of | 
the system is that spot assessment of questionnaire by the invigilating teacher of other institutions 
and marks are instantly tabulated. There is a scope ofremedial learning for the rest two years of 
schooling. It is being done by the respective teachers with the help of *Kaajer Paata’, the remedial 
package. Through EE a great enthusiasm has been generated among the students, teachers and 
guardians and the community at large. 


A meeting on January 20, 2003 was held in the Board with the Chairpersons of 19 D.P.S.Cs 
to discuss thoroughly about the EE 2003. It was decided to conduct EE 2003 throughout the 
state from 22 — 23 April, 2003. Students of almost 52,000 primary schools will participate in 
the EE. One soft copy and two hard copies of instruction and questionnaire (master copy) have 
been sent to all D.P.S.Cs. 


Anandapath (Joyful Learning) Programme 


Anandapath Programme is a combination of strategies to achieve the objectives of Universal 
Primary Education. This programme is being implemented in this state with financial assistance 
from the UNICEF, Kolkata under the leadership of the WBBPE since the inception of this 
programme in 1995. WBBPE has previously received substantial financial assistance from the 
UNICEF, Kolkata under Anandapath Programme. The assistance is mainly meant for mobility 
support and capacity building. Very recently, officers of the Board had a preliminary discussion 
with the Senior Consultant and the Education Officer, UNICEF, Kolkata and experts from PBRPSUS 
(SSA) to devise ways and means for making the UNICEF programme more effective, particularly 
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inthe field of qualitative improvement in primary education. Some of the weaknesses have been 
identified. In order to overcome these weaknesses intervention both at the Micro and Macro 
Levels appear to be necessary. There is a golden convergence of UNICEF (Anandapath) with the 
` SSA Programme. The Board is expected for release of fund from the concerned authority. 


National Achievement Survey, Phase II 


The second phase of the Nationwide Achievement Survey completed in due time (in May, 
2002) and all materials were sent to DEME, NCERT, New Delhi. The results of the survey is 
awaiting and expected to be sent by NCERT shortly. It should be mentioned that the performance 
of our students participated in the National Achievement Survey, 2001 was remarkable as 
appreciated by the NCERT authority in comparison to other states.

In exercise ofthe power conferred by clause (ff) of sub-section (1), read with sub-section 
(2), of section 19 of the West Bengal Primary Education Act, 1973 (West Ben. Act XLIII of 
1973) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the West Bengal Board of Primary Education 
hereby makes, with the approval ofthe State Government as required under the proviso to sub- 
section (2) of section 19 of the said Act, the following regulations, namely :- 


REGULATIONS 
Chapter 1 


Preliminary 


Short title and commencement- (1) These regulations may be called the West Bengal 
Primary Education (Recognition of Primary Teachers’ Training Institute) Regulations, 2002. 


(2) They shall come into force from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 


Definitions.-(1) In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, - 


a) “the Act” means the West Bengal Primary Education Act, 1973 (West Ben. Act XLII of 
1973); š 


b) “institute” means the Primary Teachers” Training Institute; 
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c) “Government” or “the State Government" means the Government of West Bengal in the 


School Education Department. 
d) *Board" means West Bengal Board of Primary Education. 


The WBBPE has been entrusted to recognize all new РТТІ5 and to administer and conduc 
examination and other affairs relating to PTTI (along with existing one's) by amending W.B.Primay 
Education Act, 1973 w.e.f. 2" December, 2002. It may be noted here that the staff of the Board 
is inadequate to conduct its own affairs and for augmentation of staff detailed staff pattern ha 
been forwarded to Govt. separately. It is needless to mention that the existing staff of the Board 
is not ina position to shoulder additional work-load. Considering this situation School Education 
Department decided to depute two Assistant Inspector of Schools (Primary Education) and one 
Assistant Director from School Education Directorate to conduct the examination work in additio 
totheir own duties two days in a week. 


In terms of Notification issued on 2™ December, 2002 inviting applications by the non. 
Govt. Societies to establish PTTI was made through advertisement. Application Form with book 
let were issued from Board office. In all 93 application forms were issued during the date. Las 
date for submitting application form was January 16, 2003. After necessary scrutiny of tht 
applications inspection of the proposed institutes has already been started from March 13, 200) 
by the Inspecting Teams and inspection is likely to be completed by the 2" week of April, 2003

Constitution of W.B.B.P.E. 


Notification No. 767-SE(Pry) dated June 28, 2002 - In exercise of the power as conferrel 
by section 3 of W.B. Primary Education Act, 1973, the Governor is pleased to constitute the 
WBBPE with the members in terms of section 4 ofthe said Act. The first meeting of the newl) 
constituted Board was held on August 12, 2002. Hon'ble Minister-in-Charge Shri Kanti Biswé 
was present in the meeting. It is a historical event. The Board, for the first time, has bed! 
constituted with 49 members. The full strength of the Board can be devoted to the uplifiment ol 
the Primary Education in the state. Dr. Jyoti Prakas Ghosh, President, WBBPE, has expressel 
that the staff of the Board does not commensurate with the ever-growing ia of the Board 
Moreover very recently the Board has been entrusted by the State Govt. with the РТТІ mattes 
which include according recognition to Non-Govt. PTTIs to be started from this session, conducting 
examinations and other related works. But no additional staff has been created for the huge tas 
and no fund also has been sanctioned for the work.

approval of the said amount has been accorded by the School Education Department, Primary 
Branch, Govt. of West Bengal vide letter No. 953-SE(Pry) dated 14.8.2002. So far the Boari 
has received Rs. 1,03,25,000.00 (one crore three lakh twenty five thousand) only. Due to non. 
availability of fund from the State Govt. in time the construction work had lost its momentum for 
the time being. Under the circumstances Hon'ble МС, (School Education) Shri Kanti Biswa 
in a meeting with the Building Contractor, Consultant and Architect asked the Contractor t 
complete the remaining work of construction of 1“ floor to 2" floor so that the existing offic 
of the Board may be shifted to the new building as soon as possible. The Contractors apprised 

the Hon’ble M.I.C that approximately an amount of Rs. 70,00,000.00 would be required for the 
aforesaid purpose. Hon'ble MIC asked representatives of UNICEF and PBRPSUS to explore 
avenues to arrange for fund. A second meeting on 3.10.2002 was also held in the Chamber of 
Hon’ble MIC, School Education to know the progress of the work. Again a third meeting on 
13.1.2003 was held at the site of the Administrative Building of the Board. Hon'ble MIC, School 
Education was also present in the meeting. He requested the Contractors to complete the said 
work within April, 2003. The Contractors submitted that they would try to complete the said 
work in the scheduled time. But everything depends on the clearance of their pending bills.

By virtue ofthe W. B. Primary Education Act, 1973 the WBBPE is entrusted with performing 
different kinds of activities for Universalisation of Primary Education like curriculum and syllabi 
construction for the selected course of studies, preparing textbooks and work book, conducting 


continuous and comprehensive evaluation, developing modules (training package) for different | 


orientation programmes. Despite maximum financial assistance from and control over the 
promotion and expansion of primary education of the State Government, financial assistance 
from other agencies like PBRPSUS/UNICEF is being utilized for the purpose. 


Now the opportune moment has come with the launching of SSA. It is addressing the 
problem of left out school children launching programmes and to bring them into the fold of 
education system. It provides necessary inputs so as to make the present system more pupil 
friendly, activity oriented, productive and sustainable. SSA Plans are being designed to meet the 
major challenges: 
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Getting basic minimum infrastructure support to schools; 
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Providing pure drinking water and toilet facilities (separate for girls); 


@ Filling up ofall vacant posts of teaching and inspecting staff for imparting and monitoring 
purposes. 


= Rationalization of PTR : 40:1; 


Improvement of quality education;

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Capacity building of project personnel deployed at various levels;

The WBBPE with a view to launch the abovementioned programmes prepared proposals 
and submitted to SSA for sanctioning fund. It is learnt that all the districts of West Bengal 
coming under this programme, have received some amount of fund to implement different 
infrastructural programmes despite academic issues lying to be prepared by the WBBPE. It was 
decided unanimously that all academic activities will be initiated by the Board in collaboration 
with PBRPSUS, SCERT, UNICEF etc. The Board is entrusted to prepare the modules for 
orientation and launching of the same up to KRP level (as these are implemented in a cascade 
mode). Different programmes are underway for implementation. 


1578 Joint Review Mission's Visit 


The 15" Joint Review Mission's Visit on 25.4.2002: Two members of JRM (1) Mr. R- 
Cunningham, DFID, (2) Prof. Promila Menon of NIEPA and Mr. D. Ghatak, Dy. S.P.D, PBRPSUS 


visited on 25.4.2002. There was mutual interaction between the Board and the JRM on different. | 
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issues dealt with by the Board and issues arising out of interactive discussions. Proposals for 
prospective programmes on different issues were raised and financial assistance was sought for 
different academic activities for the proper implementation ofthe said programme. In the meeting 
it was decided that henceforth integrated programmes will be launched convergently (with 
PBRPSUS, UNICEF, SCERT) and Micro and Macro Level interventions will be taken up keenly. 
The members of the JRM visited a number of schools and appreciated different activities taken 
upby the Board and implemented by deputed agencies. 
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CHAPTER IV 
Secondary Education 

1042 pattern of School Education is followed in West Bengal. In School sector, Secondary stageis 
divided in two stages viz. Junior High or Upper Primary which ends at the completion of Class УШ followed 
by 2 years of schooling which leads to first public examination called "Madhyamik Pariksha”/Secondary 
Examination taken at the end of 10 years of general studies. This is followed by 2 years of Higher Secondary 
Education. There are different types of schools viz. Junior High Schools, Junior Madrasahs, High Schools, 
High Madrasahs, Senior Madrasahs and Higher Secondary Schools. All Higher Secondary Schools have 
Classes V to Classes XII and that of High and High Madrasahs from Classes V to Classes X. Classes VI 
to Classes VIII are there in Jr. High and Jr. High Madrasahs. In addition to that most ofthe recognised 
Degree Colleges have Classes XI and XII ofthe Higher Secondary stage. 


First public examination which a child sits at the end of Xth Class is conducted by the West Bengal 
Board of Secondary Education or West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education. These two are autonomous 
bodies and have the provision of representation through election ofthe teaching & non-teaching staff of 
recognised Schools and Madrashas under the respective Boards. The elected teacher representatives 
constitute the majority in the Board. 


At the end of XIIth year of schooling a student sits for the next public examination conducted by West 
Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education. The examination is known as “Higher Secondary Examination". 


Normal age of completion of Secondary stage is 15-- and that of Higher Secondary is 17+. 


All schools sending their children for the public examination of West Bengal Board of Secondary 
Education, Madrasah Board and that of West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education are recognised 
by those Boards. Mother tongue is the medium of instruction in almost all schools. The students appearing 
at the public examination can write their answer scripts in Bengali, Hindi, Nepali, Urdu & English. Howevet, 
as a language Tamil, Telegu, Oriya and some other languages can be offered at the appropriate stages of 
public examination. English is also the medium of instruction in few schools. 


In the Higher Secondary stage students can opt for different subjects from science, humanities and 
commerce in addition to mother tongue and English. Some schools at this stage also offer vocational 
courses. 


State Government directly controls a few schools, and most of the schools аге non-Government | | 
aided schools. There is no tuition fees levied by the aided or Government schools in the State up to Class | | 
XII. The salary components of teachers of all these schools including post retirement benefits like pension, | | 
gratuity etc., at rates as that ofa Government employee, are borne by the State Government. Few schools | 
which charge tuition fees are not provided with the salary component by the Government. Few othe! | 
schools get some aid in the form of D.A. though they charge tuition fees. | 


There is another type of schools which can be distinguished in terms of the management known 5 | 
Government Sponsored Schools. These schools are run by a management which is partly nominated and 
partly elected. Amongst these schools there are a few Ashram Type Schools which are residential schools fof 
Boys and Girls of SC/ST communities. 
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Inaddition the State Government also provides non-recurring grant, for the construction of school 
building, additional class rooms, development oflibraries and laboratory facilities as well as some grant for 
the maintenance of hostels from time to time. 


The management of each aided school consists of members elected from amongst the parents and 
teachers. However, there is a State Government nominee in the management. 


GRANTS-IN-AID (2002-2003) 


In West Bengal during the last two decades, social demand for education has been increased. Tremen- 
dous growth and enormous expansion in school education has been noticed. To meet the new challenges and 
major thrusts of education, the Govt. of West Bengal has been shouldering the responsibility to make the 
system work in a more productive and fruitful way for Human Resource Development and to build a devel- 
oped society by expanding investment in education. 


Grants-in-Aid Section ofthe School Education Directorate is a unit through which social investment 
passes through for running education particularly at the Secondary level. 


For improving the efficiency ofthe education system and maximising the returns from education, 
teachers who are one of the main ingredients in the educational system, have an important role in the 
development of human resources in particular, and society and nation as a whole. 


Government Schools of West Bengal 


The Directorate of School Education directly controls and maintains 41 (fourty-one) institutions within 
the State. Out of which 39 )thirty-nine) are Government Schools and the remaining 2 (two) are Teacher's 
Training Institutions. Recently one more school has been established at Bidhannagar, Salt Lake, named as 
‘Begum Rokeya Smriti Balika Vidyalaya. this school has started operation from the academic session, 2000- 
D. and now able to meet the long standing demand of the local population for a seperate Government Girls 

chool. 


Most ofthe Government Schools have otherwisea long history. Quite a few of themare more than 
100 years old. In the districts they are generally known as Zilla School and are held in high esteem for their 
quality of education and idscipline. Every year they make excellent result in bothy Madhyamik and Higher 
Secondary Examinations and quite a few student find a place in the merit list of first 20 (twenty) students in 
both these examinations 


The Government School Section, under the Directorate of School Education (УВ. 5 responsible 
appointment, posting, transfer, salary, pension etc. ofthe teaching staff of these institutions.

West Bengal Board of Secondary Education owes its origin. from the West Bengal Board 
of Secondary Education Act, 1963, amended from timo to time. As per provision 2 of this 
Aci, the Board consists of luminaries of the State of West Bengal having vast experience 
and knowlsdge in the field of education and administration. The Board is an autonomous 
body and supposed to suggest the state Government on all matters relating to secondary 
Education, to lay down the general policy for development of secondary Education in West 
Bengal amongst the others. The Board has been functioning according to the instruction 
commuicated through the Director of School Education. New schemes on different 
programmes proposed by the Board are implemented after obtaining sanction of the State 
Government communicated either through Education Department or through the D.S.E.

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CHAPTER V 
HIGHER SEONDARY EDUCATION IN WEST BENGAL 


In West Bengal, Higher Secondary Education is imparted in classes XI & XII in Schools, Madrasahs and 
Colleges. In near future, there shall be classes XI & XII in Schools and Madrasahs only and for this purpose 
classes XI & XII will be withdrawn from colleges phase by phase so that there may not arise any accommodation 
problem to students seeking admission after passing Madhyamik. There are two type of schools in the State for 
Higher Secondary Education. у 


One is called as Integrated Higher Secondary School and the other is an Independent School is running 
only with twoclasses like XI & XII. There are 141 Colleges, 2466 Integrated Schools and 15 Independent Schools 
inthe State for imparting Higher Secondary Education. 


The Higher Secondary coureses are being taught in two streams. One is called as General Stream and the 
other is called as Vocational Stream. There are 54 Integrated Institution and 1 Independent Institution where 
vocational coureses are being taught. In 141 Colleges, 2797 Integrated Institutions and 15 Independent 
Institutions, courses are being taught in General Stream. 


Directorate of School Education is the controlling authority for Schools and Madrasahs imparting Higher 
Secondary courses and the Directorate of Public Instruction is the controlling authority for Colleges imparting 
Higher Secondary courses. The Schools imparting Higher Secondary Education means it includes Higher 
Secondary Madrasahs also. The syllabus and carriculam of Higher Secondary Education followed by Schools 
and Higher Secondary Madrasahs are same as prescribed by the West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary 
Education.

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CHAPTER VII 
Report on Anglo-Indian Schools In West Bengal 


In West Bengal there are 67 Anglo-Indian D. A. getting Schools (out of which 64 are 
secondary Schools and 3 are primary Schools) at present, affiliated to I. C.S.E. which are 
provided grants by the School Education Department in the form of Govt. »-aad- Ad -hoc 
Bonus. Besides there are 147 Schools affiliated to I. C.S.E. Council, New Delhi and 60 
СВЕ. Schools other than Kendriya Vidyalaya as on 30.12.99, These are called listed 
Schools. Apart frotn these there are 44 Kendriya Vidyalaya Schools affiliated to C.B.S. E. 
Board. In the year 2002-03 total fund released to the 67 Anglo- I, dian Schools amounts to 
13.28.25,459/ — . 8 such DA Getting Schools (list enclosed) have fore-gone Govt. D. A. at 
present (i.e.w.e.f. March 2003) 


The State Govt. has also two Govt. Schools one for boys and other for girls affiliated to 
1.C.S.E. Council, New Delhi. Victoria Boys ‘School admits boys in class-IV while Dow 
Hill Girls ‘School admits both boys and Girls in Lower K.G. which is the pre-primary 
stage and maintains co-educational status upto class-Ill. In Dow Hill Girls School 
students (Both Boys 8, Girls) are admitted in Lower K.G. class through selection by 
Lottery held in Kurseong. Sath Boys and girls in Victoria schoo] and Dow Hill girls 
School respectively are admitted in class. IV through common admission test held in 
Kurseong. Both the Schools are residential and.the medium of instruction in English. 
Second languages are Bengali, Hindi and Nepali in chese two Schools. Boarding fees @ 
1000/-only per student are collected. To maintain the boarding and other establishment 
cost (including salaries to the staffs) Rs. 2,56,40,640/- were released to these Schools 
inthe year 2002-2003. 

There are four undergraduate Teachers Training college which teach a course leading to the 
certification knwon as T. T.C. (Teachers Training Certificate) for primary Schools.

WEST BENGAL BOARD OF MADRASAH EDUCATION. 


History, Development and activities of Madrasah Education : 


The Madrasah system of education, as it prevails, has two distinct types. The first type} 
known as the Senior Madrasah Education System and the second one, as the High Madras) 
Education system. But the Madrasah Education, in its initial connotation, had its origin witht 
development of Indian history of culture. It was started with the advent of the Mohammedan 
during the Medieval period. From Sindh it spread to other part of India under the Sultanate ay 
Mughals. During that period Madrasahs were the centers of learning for all irrespective of religion 
caste and creed. | 


This system of education had a turning point with the conquest of India by the then Bai 
India Company and subsequently with the establishment of Calcutta Madrasah in 1780 under 
initiative of Lord Warren Hastings, the then Governor General of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, А 
per available records the said Madrasah was established for the education of muslim students fu 
imparting training for recruitment as Government Servants in the revenue administration an 
judiciary. Subsequently so many changes and developments were introduced in Calcutta Madrasa | 
including English Education, medical education etc. 


The madrasah system of education with the traditional and new Calcutta Madrasah system | 
had a new turn in 1915 under the initiative of the British Government. The then government, 
the recommendations of the Mohamaddan Advisory Committee, introduced the teaching of gener 
subjects like histoty, geography, English in addition to Islamic studies. These Madrasahs are know | 
asthe New Scheme of Madrasah or High Madrasah Education system. At the same some madrasah 
continued their old traditional pattern of madrasah education and these are known as Seni | 
Madrasah under the system of Senior Madrasah Education system. Notable among them bei 
Calcutta Madrasah (Madrasah Alia only), and Furfura Senior Madrasah in Hooghly distrid.

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West Bengal Madrasah Education Board. In 1973 the Board was reconstituted with 15 members 
with President and an Advisory body. The post of Registrar was abolished and a Secretary was 
appointed for running the daily administration. A new building for the Board was constructed at 
19, Haji Md. Mohsin Square, Kolkata-700 016 with an approx. expenditure of Rs. 15 lakhs. It was 
inaugurated by Shri Jyoti Basu, the then Chief Minister of the West Bengal on 19^ May, 1992 


Autonomous Board 


The year 1994 was a historic day in the history of the Board when on 28" June, 1994 the 
Board had been given autonomous status through the passing of the West Bengal Board of 
Madrasah Education Act, 1994 (West Bengal Act XXXIX of 1994) in the West Bengal State 
Legislature. It enjoys status and privileges like other State School Education Boards/Council 
in West Bengal. It functions within the jurisdictions of the Act/rules and on the guidelines 
framed by the School Education Deptt., Govt. of W.B.

English, Arabic, Persian and Urdu languages, some relevant theological subjects relating 
land revenue and judicial deptt. jobs under the Company, Medical education and Geologi 
Survey and it was thought to develop it as a model center for introducing and promotingity 
oriental and accidental cultures. Besides, these two historical madrasahs there are at pres 
167 Junior High and 238 High Madrasahs which are teaching the same syllabus and tey 
books as prescribed by the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education. The managemen 
and service conditions of Madrasahs and Madrasah teachers are also same. Here all teaches 
are appointed by the School Service Commission, The Department and Directorate of Schul 
Education at the State level and the Dist. Inspector of Schools at thedistrict level haw 


administrative authority to the extent authorized by the West Bengal Board of Madras! 
Education Act. 


A large number of non-Muslim boys and girls including S.C. and S.T. students have bet 


appealing at the High Madrasah Exam, as regular and external candidates. The numberar 
increasing year after year. 


Almost all the Madrasahs are having co-educational facilities and a large number of gitl 
are in enrolment in these Madrasahs. 


The madrasahs, at all levels, have many, from a long time, non-Muslim teachers for genet 
subjects. The trend is appreciable under the West Bengal School Service Commissio 
recruitment. As a result, the Madrasahs have now the same qualified teachers in all subje 
as are recruited for High and Higher Secondary Schools.

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Recognition & Upgradation : 


The recognition and up-gradation of Madrasahs are decided by the Board on Strict 
recommendation of the Government verifying necssary records & conditions which are in 
force. 


Role of Madrasah : 


The Madrasahs had playeda vital role in imparting education to the educationally backward 
commuiiify inespective of religion. Most of these madrasahs have come up in remote rural 
areas. The madrasahs founded with the donations (Zakat) of the local muslim population in 
course of time came under the Board. Most of the students in these madrasahs are first 
generation learners. Had there been no madrasah, they could not have seen the light of 
education. Admission of a student or appointment of a teacher in a madrasah is open to all 
sections of the people of the country. 


Ata time, when muslims in general all over India were not favourably inclined to receive 
English education, these madrasahs nurtured and sustained them. In course of time, the 
enlightened environment in Bengal made it possible to bring about changes in the syllabus 
and cuiriculum of madrasah education to meet tlie learners’ needs, social expectations and 
community aspirations. As such the Madrasah education has become a permanent system 
of education in Bengal. 


Since 1927 a large number of students after passing High Madrasah Examination conducted 
by mis Board have become well eslablislied in their social and professional life, such as 
Doctors, Engineers, Teaching Personnel in Govt. and Non-Govt educational institutions 
(colleges and schools) and legal practitioners in later life. At present a good number of 
non-muslim students have either passed High Madrasah & Alim (Class X) Examinations 
conducted by this Board or at present are prosecuting studies in madrasahs affiliated to this 
Board. Madhyamik (Secondary) Pariksha and High Madrasah/Alim Examination are being 
treated as equivalent in West Bengal by Govt. orders/circulars.

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Examination and Evaluation :- 


Ithas been already stated that two Board's Final Examinations at the end of class X, c.g.- 
High Madrasah ande Alim Examination have been declared by the Stale Government as 
equivalent to Madhyamik Examination. All successful students are eligible for admission 
to H.S. and similar courses at the State and National level.

It is published regularly on a quarterly basis. The first issue came out in 2001. Each issue 
contains articles on educational improvement and evaluation of Secondary Course which 
are helpful to the Madrasah students.

THE SCHEME OF MODERNISATION OF MADRASAH EDUCATION 


The Centrally sponsored scheme of modernisation of Madrasah Education has beg 
implemented in the State since 1995-96. In the said scheme financial assistance to tradition 
institutions like Madrasahs and Moktabs run by voluntary organisation/Government aide] 
institutions are provided. The Object of the scheme is to encourage traditional insttutions like 
Madrasahs and Moktabs by giving financial assistance to introduce Science. Mathematics, Social 
Studies, Hindi & English in their curriculum so that the students of those institutions may get the 
opportunity to acquire education comparable to the National Educational system. 


The scheme is designed to cover the following items namely. 


(a) Financial assistance to the extent of 100% for appointment of the qualified teacher 
for teaching science, mathemathics, social studies and languages; 

(b) Assistant for establishment of books for strengthening of libraries of those modem 
subjects; 

(c) Production/Purchase of science kits/mathematices kits, essential equipment; 

(d) Any other item with the approval of grant-in-aid Committee. 


In the year 1995-96 the State Government has received a grant ofRs. 24,32,000/- for 
giving financial assistance to 80 (eighty) Madrasahs/Moktabs run by voluntary organisations ott 
of the recommended list submitted by the State - in-aid Committee in 13 districts of the State 
During the disbursement of the said grants in the concerned districts seven Madrasahs/Moktabs 
were found non-functioning. The matter was placed in the meeting of the State-level grant-in-aid 
Committee and after the consideration of the matter, the Committee selected another seven 
Madrasahs out of the recommended list of Madrasahs for the year 1996-97 in place of those 
seven non-functining Madrasahs. The Committee also selected 12 (twelve) new Мадгазаћу 
Muktabs out ofthe recommended list of Madrasahs/Moktabs for the year 1996-97 for which the 
Government of India sanctioned a further grants of Rs. 3,16,000/-. The Government of India also 
sanctioned a recurring grants of Rs. 21, 12,000/- towards payment of salary of one teacherin ) 
Madrasahs already selected for the year 1996-97. The above grants have already been disbursed 


to the respective Madrasahs/ Moktabs through the respective D.I. of Schools (Secondary 
Education), š

Madrashas are controlled by the Education Directorate and those recognised Madrasahs are also 
inactual need of such type of financial assistance in the shape of establishment of book-banks, 
purchase of Science and Mathematics kits and purchase of furniture etc. 


The Government of India has duly considered the above proposal of the State Government 
and sanctioned an amount of Rs. 19,04,000/- for 476 recognised Madrasahs of the State for the 
year 1997-98 towards purchase of science/mathematics kits @ Rs. 4,000/- per Madrasah. The 
above noted amount sanctioned for recognised Madrasahs has already been placed at the disposal 
ofthe concerned District Inspector of Schools (SE) for disbursement to the respective Madrasahs. 
Accordingly the District Inspector of Schools (SE) of the respective districts has already disbursed 
the grants in favour of 476 recognised Madrasahs of the State for purchase of science and 
mathematics kits @ Rs. 4,000/- per Madrasah. The utilisation certificate in respect of above 
mentioned grants have been recieved from most of the District Inspector of Schools. The rest 
are expected to receive very shortly. 


Afresh proposal for establishment of Book Bank and purchase of furniture in favour of 
477 different recognised Madrashas amounting to Rs. 3,19,59,000/- @ Rs. 50.000/- per Madrasah 
forestablishment book bank and @ Rs. 17,000/- per Madrasah for purchase of furniture has been 
submitted to the Government of India for consideration and necessary sanction. No response has 
since been received from GOI in this regard. 


During the year 1999-2000 about 20 new Madrasahs (19 Jr. High Madrasah and one Sr. 
Madrasah) have been recognised by the West Bengal Board of Madrasah education, the facility 
ofpurchasing Science and Mathematics kits @ Rs. 4,000/- could not be provided to those newly 
lecognised Madrasah for wnat of sanction. Moreover at the time of sending proposal for 
establishment of Book @ Rs.50,000/-and purchase of furniture @ Rs. 17,0007-per Madrasah, 
417 Madrasahs were covered, since at the time of sending proposal above mentioned nineteen 
Madrasah were not recognised by the West Bengal Board of Madrasah Education. 

In view of the above, a supplementary proposal for purchase of Science kits @ Rs. 4,000/ 
“Tor 20 Madrasah, establishment of Book Bank @Rs. 50.000/- and purchase of furniture @ Rs. 
11000/- for 19 M adrasahs amounting to Rs. 13,00,200/- after adjustment of undisbursed grant 
ORs, 52,8007- has been submitted to the GOI by the School Education Department for their 
consideration, No response in this regard has yet been received from GOI. |

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RECENT MEASURES TAKEN TO DEVELOP MADRASAH EDUCATION

under the Chairmanship of Prof. A.R. Kidwai, Renowned Educationist & ex-Governor of West Bengal for d 
purpose of over-all improvement of Madrasah Education in the State.

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SANSKRIT EDUCATION 


The Government of West Bengal is aware of spreading Sanskrit education through out the State. 
Because of this, various Government sposored and non-Government Sanskrit Tols (DA getting) 
are formed in various districts. V.S.S.P has been formed to make better provision for development, 


expansion, management and control of Sanskrit Education. 


There are 698 Non-Govt., 2 sponsored & 4 Government Sanskrit Tols with 934 Adhyapaks 
(Pandits) & 120 non-teaching staff excluding the staff of the Parishad. The Director of School 
Education, West Bengal releases grants to the authorities of Government and sponsored Sanskrit 
Tols directly and also releasergrants to Non-Govt. Tols through Vangiya Sanskrit Siksha Parishad 
(VSSP) to incur various expenditure including payament of salary to Adhyapakas and staff. An 
amount of Rs. 3,44,89,0007- were spent for the financial year 2001-2002. each tol has a separate 
nanaging Committee which supervises the Tols locally. 


VVSSP & its responsibilities. 


VSS.P. is the main statutory body which looks after Sanskrit Education with the help of School 
Education Department and Directorate of School Education. An Ad-hoc Committee is formed 
ty the State Government for One Year duration comprising 10 eminent educationist under the 
Chairmanship of Dr, Murarimohan Vedantaditirtha with the authority to perfor and discharge all 
powers, function and duties of the Parishad. This Committee is also empowered to prepare 
syllabus and cun-iculam to take Examination to issue Certificates to qualitied candidates and 
E torelease grants (DA Only) to Adhyapakos, clerks, servants students, of the Tols and staff of 
Parishad.

Formal education at the school level has been vastly expanded in West Bengal 
with the aim of ensuring “education for all'. The process is still continuing. Yet there 
ие many people in our society who could not avail themselves of this opportunity at 
their proper age — and cannot do so even now - because ol’ socioeconomic and various 
other hurdles, It is the urge to reach education to this section of men and women of 
different age groups that made the State Government appreciate the need for open 
earning system and set ир the State Open School as a wing of the School Education 
Department in 1997. In 1998 it was named Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya (R M V) which 
subsequently became a Statutory Organisation with effect from Ist August, 2001 on 
the basis of Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya Act, 2001, passed by the West Bengal State 
Legislature. 


RM V imparts open learning through self-study materials and personal contact 
programmes. More flexible and less rigid rules and procedures have been formulated 
Кіпр into account the special need and circumstances of the target group of learners, 
A present R M V is conducting study, examination and certification at the Secondary . 
(lass X) and Higher Secondary (class XII) levels, and contemplating further 
livetsification and expansion of programmes. 


‚ The study centres of RMV are mostly Government aided Secondary, Higher 
Secondary Schools and Madrasahs spread over all the districts of West Bengal. Some 
‘the study centres are N.G.O.'s, a few of which cater to the needs of physically and 
Mentally handicapped learners. a 4 

Rabi The year 2002-2003 has been a year of both consolidation and expansion for 
à a Mukta Vidyalaya. The number of study centres for Madhyamik rose from 57 
the 19 and for Higher Secondary from 23 to 32. The study centres are spread over all 

districts of West Bengal, though the distribution is uneven. 


, There has been marked increase in the number of enrolment of learners both for 
‘dhyamik and Higher Secondary Courses in 2002-2003. In this year 8022 learners 
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have registered themselves for the Madhyamik Course as against 4294 leamey 
registered in 2001. For Higher Secondary Course 942 learners have been registered 
2002-2003 as against 338 in the previous year. 


The West Bengal Council of Higher Secondary Education has declared learner 
passing Madhyamik Examination from Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya eli gible for admissi 
into the affiliated schools and colleges of the Council.

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A REPORT ON INTEGRATED EDUCATION FOR DISABLED CHILDREN 
IN THE STATE OF WEST BENGAL 


The Government of West Bengal in the School Education Department is making earnest endeavour to implement 
{е Centrally Sponsored Scheme of IEDC keeping in view the provisions of the Persons with Disabilities (Equal 
Opportunities, Protection of Rights and Full Participation) Act, 1995. We had taken up Integrated Education for 
Disabled Children in six districts of West Bengal viz. Hooghly, Howrah, Cooch Behar, Jalpaiguri, Calcutta and South 
Parganas during the year 1997-98. We have already completed assessment ôf disabled children by forming 
Assessment Team as per guidelines of GOI with the active co-operation of State Health Department and the reputed 
NGOs of the State. As per recommendation of the Assessment Team a total number of 536 children out of 840 in 
$7schools have been found to be eligible for receiving assistance under ће Scheme of IEDC. Grants as received from 
the GOI have also been placed at the disposal of the concerned District Inspector of Schools for disbursement to the 
eligible beneficiaries for the year 1997-98. 


Under the scheme of IEDC the GOI had covered the sanction of Rs. 7,95,250/- and also permitted to carry forward 
theamount of Rs. 2,51.500/- being the unspent balance with the State Government for utilisation towards implementation 
ofthe Scheme for the year 1997-98. Out of 840 identified children reading in 60 (sixty) primary schools and 77 
secondary schools, 150 primary students and 386 secondary students aggregating 536 children of 137 schools found 
tligible for receiving grants іп the shape of incentives as per recommendation of the assessment team. The Director 
fSchool Education has alrady disbursed an amount of Rs. 7,95,870/- (Rupees seven lakh ninety-five thousand eight 
hundred seventy) only to the District Inspector of Schools (S.E.) of the under noted districts in the following manner.

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Arrangement for two orientation training programmes, one at Baharampur and other at Raiganj, for 164 
participants (one Headmaster and one Assistant Teacher for each school) for 82 schools are being made under 
supervision ofthe SCERT. The State Government in the School Education Deptt. has already sanctioned an amount 
of Rs. 86,800/- for meeting the expenditure on account of TA & DA of the participating teachers and also permitted 
tosub-allot an amount of Rs. 21,000/- to the SCERT, earmarked for training cost by the GOI. The above mentioned 
amounts has been sub-allotted to SCERT for conducting the aforesaid trining programme. 


During the year 1999-2000, a proposal for financial assistance covering the districts of Мајда, Dakshin Dinajpur, 
Bankura and Purulia with 867 proposed disabled children in 150 secondary schools was submitted to GOI by the 
Directorate through the School Education Department and an amount of Rs. 52,57,750/- only was sought for 
implementation of the Scheme. The GOI has accorded sanction amounting to Rs. 10.00 lakh as first instalment in 
response to the proposal of Rs. 52,57,750/- against the sanction of Rs. 36,92,750/- for implementation of the scheme 
of IEDC in the above noted four districts. The School Education Department has also sanctioned the amount of 10 
lakh to the Director of School Education accordingly. 


Assessment of disabled children of the above noted four districts have been completed by the assessment team 
formed for the purpose and as per recommendation of the assessment team a total number of 667 disabled children 
out of 867 in 166 schools of the four districts was found eligible for awarding admissible facilities. 


Accordingly Rs. 10 lakhs as sanctioned by the School Education Department were entirely sub-allotted from 
the Directorate of school Education to the District Inspector of Schools (Secondary Education) of the concerned four 
districts for the purpose of assessment cost and for admissible facilities towards disabled children. The Government

The West Bengal School Service Commission (Second Amendment) Act 
2001 was published on January 25, 2002 in the Extraordinary Gazette: 


Section 2 (P) of the Act after amendment reads as follows :- "Teacher" 
means an Assistant Teacher or any other person, holding a teaching post

The Lady Braboume Examination is conducted 
by the Women education cell of this Directorate. The Training and Examination cell has been 
given the responsibility of conducting NTS examination w.e.f. 2002-2003. So the Basic Training 
and Examination Cell of this Directorate will conduct the following three examinations with 


effect from 2003-2004.

Both boys and girls students of class VI in recognised Jr. High Schools ofthe | 
state can appear at this examination. The awardee are granted scholarship @Rs.5/- per month for 
four years in recognition of their meritorious performance and top position in the examination. 
The number of awardee is such a number of successful candidates as are covered within the quota 
sanctioned for the concerned year. 


NATIONALSCHOLARSHIPEXAMINATION FORTALENTEDSTUDENTS OF RURALAREAS 


This scheme is in operation since 1971-72 and the examination is held generally in the month of 
January or February every year. The Centres are selected by the respective District Inspector of 
School (SE). Both boys and girls students reading in Class - VII in recognised Secondary and 
Higher Secondary Schools of the rural areas of the State can appear at this Examination. 


Scholarship @Rs.30/- per month for day scholar and @Rs.100/- per month for Boarders is 
granted for three years/to such number of successful candidates as are covered within the Block- 
wise and district wise quota for the concerned year. 


It is necessary to note that the rate of scholarship per month both the Central and Middle 
Scholarship Examination and National Scholarship Examination for talented students of rural 
areas remains unchanged since introduction. 


The Works performed by the Training and Examination Cell 


The aforesaid three examinations involve continuous and time bound work throu ghout the усї 
апі + confidential in nature. The works are divided into pre-Examination and Po st-Examinatio? 
works and are conducted in similar manner as adopted in any Public Examination. 
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The pre-examination works include process like subject wise paper-setting, moderation, printing 
of question papers, blank answer-script preparation and distribution of those to the districts as 
per schedule approved beforehand. Writing ofthe admit card, approval of descriptive roll, holding 
of examination etc. 


The post-examination works include processes like receipt of answer-scripts and distribution of 
same to the Examiners, receipt of mark-rolls from examiners, tabulation of subject-wise marks, 
preparation of marks-sheet and thereafter certificates of the successful trainees. Review process 
for the unsuccessful candidates, verification of marksheet/certificate as per prayer of the 
candidates etc.

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ABRIEF NOTE ONNATIOANL TALENT SEARCH EXAMINATION (STATE LEVEL) 


The National Council of Educational Research and Training under its National Talent Search 
Scheme, awards 1000 scholarships throughout the country each year out of which 15% 
scholarships for SC candidates & 7% % Scholarship for S.T. Candidates are fixed. 


The purpose of the scheme is to find out brilliant students at the end of Class X and to give the 
financial assistance for obtaining quality education, so that their talent may develop further and 
they may serve the discipline as well as the country. 


Under the scheme, the selection process involves two-stage selection process through :- 
1) State Level Examination 
2) National Level Examination 


On the basis of enrolment of States/UTs at the Secondary stage, a fixed no. of quota is allotted by 
NCERT to each State/UT. The scholars are searched out on the basis of the merit of the result of 
State Level Examination. The said exam in West Bengal will be held in the month of November 
each year (3! Sunday of November) from the session 2003-2004. : 


All-the students studying in class X in any recognised Secondary school including Kendriya 
Vidyalaya, Naodyaya Vlidyalaya, Schools under CBSE/ICSE Board are eligible to appear at the 
State Level Examination. In our state students reading in Class X and who have secured 50% and 
above marks excluding additional subject in the last examination in Class IX are generally allowed 
to appear at the State Level Examination. In case of SC/ST students the qualifying marks at the 


endof Class IX is 4096 and above. `

MLL was made an integral part of various 
schemes, inclduing all primary education schemes. In accordance to the out look and policy of 
the country many schemes including DPEP were adopted in this State of West Bengal and those 
efforts are improving the condition to achieve the goal of UEE. Inspite of various endeavour we 
could not achieve the ultimate goal within the time frame of commitment for multiple reasons 
growth of population, socio-economic condition, awareness and motivation of parents etc.
